Princess Clementina, whom coyrt gossips call 
his flancée, than the future government. 
Rylands, the Liberal member from Buruley, 
crowded from the floor, tried to make a speech 
in the galleries, but was howled down. Thomas 
Power O'Connor told me the Parnellites had 
detected a dirty Conservative plot to prevent 
the Irish members from taking seats together 
SO a8 to break up their plaus to give the G. O. M. 
full-throated cheers; hence the lrish scramble 
for seats. There were many Catholic priests 
in the crowd outside; thirty-five branches of 
the London organization oi the Irish National 
League, wearing green regalias, and many 
political clubs were represented. 

Business began by the presentation of peti- 
tions, etc. Lord Mayor Fowler first presented 
the formidable one of the City of London 
against bome rule; signed at the Guild Hall 
meeting, where Sir John Lubbock, Gladstone’s 
old lieutenant, spoke for the unity of the Em- 
pire. Maj. Saunderson, for the first time seem- 
ingly awed by the audience, the occa- 
sion, and the hushed expectancy notice- 
abie, next presented a petition from Bel- 
fast. Finally Mr. Speaker Peel proceeded to 
put the questions which were on the question- 
paper, every one of which was postponed, so 
that Mr. Gladstone was able within five min- 
utes after prayers to rise and ask leave to 
bring in a home-rule measure. He seemed in 
the best of health and spirits and was greeted 
with deafening cheers as he rose by the Par- 
nellites and Radicals, but with marked silence 
in every other section of the House. 


The Speech. 


Mr. Gladstone spoke as follows: 

I could wish that it nad been possible to ex- 
pound to the House the whole policy and in- 
tentions of the Government with reference to 
Ireland. Although the questions of reform in 
the tenure of land and Irish Government are 
so closely and inseparably connected it is yet 
impossible to undertake the task of elucidat- 
ing both questions together. I do not know of 
any previous task laid upon me involving so 
diversified an exposition. In contemplating 
the magnitude of this task I am filled with 
painful mistrust; but that mistrust is ab- 
sorbed in a feeling of the responsibility 
that will be upon me if I should fail to bring 
bome to the public mind the magnitude and 
the various aspects of the question. We 
should no longer fence or skirmish with this 
question. [Loud cheers.] We should come to 
close quarters with it. (Cheers.| We should 
get at the rootof it. We sbould take means 
not merely intended for the wants of today or 
tomorrow, but should look into the distant 
future. We have arrived at a stage in our po- 
litical transactions with Ireland when the two 
roads part one from the other, not soon, 
probably, to meet again. The time is come 
when it is incumbent on the duty 
and the honor of Parliament to come to some 
decisive resolution on this matter. Our in- 
tention is, therefore, to propose to the Com- 
mons that which, if happily accepted, will, we 
think, liberate Parliament from the restraints 
under which of late years it has ineffectually 
struggled to perform the business of the coun- 
try and will restore British legislation to its 
natural, ancient, unimpeded course, and, 
above all establish harmonious relations be- 
tween Great Britain and Ireland Hear! 
hear!’’| on a footing of those free institutions 
to which Englishmen, Scotchmen, and Irishmen 
alike are unalterably attached. [Loud cheers, 
prolonged by the home-rule members.]! 

After reviewing the condition and crime ex- 
isting in treland since 1833, Mr. Gladstone de- 
scribed the eoercive legislation entorced dur- 
ing the same period as not exceptional but 
habitual. He compared Ireland during all this 
period to a man trying to find sustenance in 
medicine only meant for cure. Coercion, bow- 
ever, had, be said, proved no cure. Serious 
disaffection continued to prevail in Ireland, 
and if England and Scotland bad suffered sim- 
ilar hardships he believed the people of those 
countries would resort to means similar to 
those the Irish bad used to ventilate their 
grievances. |Parnellite cheers.] Coercion was 
admitted to have been a failure for the last 
fifty-three years, only two of which had been 
wholly free from repressive legisiation. Coer- 
cion, unless stern and unbending and under an 
autocratic government, must always fail. 
Such coercion England should never resort to 
until every other means had failed. What was 
the basis of the whole mischief was the fact 
that the law was discredited in Ireland. It 
came to the Irish people with a foreign aspect, 
and their alternative to coercion was to strip 
the law of its foreign character and invest it 
with a domest ie character. | Loud Irish cheers. | 
Ireland, though represented in Parliament 
numericaily equal with England or Scotland, 
was really not in the same position politically. 
Eugland made ber own laws; Scotland had 
been encouraged to make ber own laws as et- 
fectualiy as if she had six times ber present 
representation. The consequence was that the 
mainspring of the law in England and Scotiand 
was felt to be the English or the Scotch. The 
mainspring of the law in Ireland was not felt 
by the people to be the Irish. He therefore 
deemed it littie less than mockery to bold that 
the state of law which he had described con- 
duced to the real unity of this great, noble, 
world-wide Empire. 

Something must be done, something is im- 
peratively demanded from us to restore in Ire- 
land the first conditions of civil life, the free 
course of law, the liberty of every individual 
in the exercise of every legal right; their con- 
fidence in the law, and their sympathy with 
the law, apart from which no country can be 
cailed a civilized country. What, then, was 
the problem before him? It was this: How 
to reconcile imperial unity with diversity of 


legislatures. Mr. Grattan held that 
these purposes were reconcilabie. More 
than that, be demanded a severance 


of the Parliaments, with a view to the contin- 
uity and everlasting unity of the Empire. Was 
that an audacious paradox? Other countries 
had solved the problem, and under much more 
difficult circumstances. We ourselves might 
be said to have solved it with respect to Ire 
land during the time that Ireland had a sepa- 
rate Parliament. Did it destroy the unity of the 
British Empire? [Cheers.] 

Mr. Gladstone then pointed to the case of 
Norway and Sweden, which countries were, he 
said, united upon a footing of strict legisiative 
independence and coeguality. Then there was 
the case ot Austria and Hungary, and with re- 
gard to those countries be asked whether the 
condition of Austria at the present moment 
was not more perfectly solid, secure, and 
barmonious than it was prior to the existing 
condition between that country and Hungary. 
It could not be questioned that its condition 
wae one of solidity and safety compared with 
thut of the time when Hungary was making 
war upon her. 

The claim of Ireland to make laws for her- 
self was never denied, continued Mr. Glad- 
stone, until the reign of George Il. The Par- 
liament of Grattan was as independent in point 
of autbority as it could be. They (the Govern- 
ment) were not about to propose the repeal af 
the union. It was impossible to propose the 
repeal of the union until they had settled 
what was the essence of the union. He 
detined the essence of the union to be 
the fact that, whereas, before the union there 
were two separate and independent Parlia- 
ments, after the union there was butone. To 
speak of the dismen)berment of the Empire was 
in this century a misnomer and an absurdity. 
The fault of che administrative system of Ire- 
land was that its spring and source of action 
was English. [Cheers.| The Government 
therefore felt that the settlement ot the ques- 
tion was to be found by establishing a Pariia- 
ment in Dublin [Irish cheers) for the conduct of 
business of both a legislative and an admin- 


istrative nature.

The speaker could not admit the claim of the 
Protestant minority in Ulster, or elsewhere, to 
rule on questions which were for the whole of 
Ireland. Several schemes for the separate 
government of Ulster had been submitted to 
him. One was that Ulster Province should be 
excluded from the operations of the present 
bill; another was that a separate autonomy 
should be provided for Ulster, and a 
third suggestion that certain rights should 
be reserved and placed under provincial 
councils. No one of these proposals had ap- 
peared to the Government to be eo completely 
justified by its merits or by the weigut of pub- 
lic opinion in its tavor as to warrant the Gov- 
ernment in including it in their bill. However, 
they deserved tair consideration, and the free 
discussion that would follow the introduction 
of the present bili might lead to the discovery 
of one plan which had a predominating amount 
of support, and the Government would do their 
best to adopt the plan that seemed likely to give 
general satisfaction. 

Keferring to the great settlement ot 1782, 
Mr. Gladstone said: It was not areal settie- 
ment—and why? Was it Ireland that pre- 
vented areal settlement being made? [Irish 
cheers.] No; it was a mistaken policy of En- 
gland. listening to the pernicious voice and 
claims of ascendency. The Irish Parliament 
labored under great disadvantages, yet it had 
in t a spark of the spirit of freedom, and it 
emancipated the Roman Catholics in Ireland 
when the Roman Catholics in England were 
still unmemancipated. It received Lord Fitz- 
william with open arms, and when, after 
a brief career, ne was recalled 
to England, the Irish Parliament registered 
their confidence in bim by passing a resolution 
desiring that he should still administer the 
Government. Lord Fitzwilliam bad promoted 
the admission ot Roman Catholics into the 
Irish Parliament, and there was a spirit in 
that Parliament which, if it had had free 
scope, would have done noble work and prob- 
ably would have solved all the [Irish problems 
ane have saved this Government infinit trou-

The speaker said he would now pass to the 
plan how to give Ireland a Legislature to deal 
with Irish as distinguished from imperial af- 
fairs. He was confronted at the outset with 
what he felt tobe a formidabie dilema. Ire- 
land was to have a domestic Legislature for 
Irish affairs. That was his postulate, from 
whico he set out. Were the Irish members and 
the Irish representative Peers in either House 
to continue to form part of the representetive 
assemblies? The speaker thought it would be 
perfectly clear thatif Ireland was to have a 
domestic Legislature the Irish Peers and the

to Parliament to control English and 
Scotch affairs. | Cheers. } Then, with 
regard to the question whether Irish 


representatives should come to the House of 
Commons for the séttlement of imperial affairs 
be thought that could not be dane. He bad. 
therefore, arrived at the conciusion that Irish 
members and Irish Peers ought not to sit in the 
palace of Westminste. [. O.“ and cheers.] 
If Irish members were not to sitin the House 
of Commons, Irish Peers ought not to sit in the 
other House of Parliament. [“ Hear! hear!“ 
and O!“ How were the Irish people to be taxed 
if they had legislators in both countries? He 
believed that Great Britain would never impose 
upon Ireland taxation without representation, 
and added: If we were to have taxation 
without representation, then there would come 
anotber question which would raise a practical 
difficulty, and that is: Are we to give up the 
fiscal unity of the Empire? He did not think 
that by giving up the fiscal unity of the Empire 
they were giving up the unity of the Empire. 
He, however, stood upon the substantial ground 
that to give up the fiscal unity of the Empire 
would be a public inconvenience and misfort- 
une. It would be a great misfortune for 
Great Britain and a greater mistortune for 
Ireland. He conceived that one escape from 
that dilema would be such ah arrangement as 
would give the Imperial Government authority 
to levy customs duties and such excise duties 
as were immediately connected with the cus- 
toms, The conditions of such an arrangement 
were: 

First—That the general power of taxation over 
and above those particular duties should pass into 
the hands of a domestic Legislature in Ireland. 

Second—That the proceeds of the customs and 
excise should de held for the benefit of Ireland 
and for the discharge of the obligations of Ireland, 
and the payment of the balance after these obliga- 
tions were discharged should be entered into the 
Irish exchequer and be for the free disposal of the 
Irish legislative body. 

The Government bill provided for this, and 
the bill then provided thut representatives of 
Ireland should no longer sit inthe House of 
Commons or Irish Peers in the House of Lords; 
but at the same time they would bave the right 
of addressing the Crown, and so possess all the 
constitutional rights they held now. O!“ and 
cheers.| It would, therefore, relieve Irisn 
members from attendance at Westminster. 
Mr. Gladstone said he had several reasons 
why this should be the case. Even if it 
was possible for them to attend, as they 
had a Parliament of their own it would 
be very difficult to have two classes of mem- 
bers in the British House, one class who could 
vote on all questions connected with the busi- 
ness of the country, and another which could 
only vote on special and particular questions 
which were brought before Parliament. Again, 
it would be very difficult for gentlemen in Ire- 
land to decide who should go to Westminster 
or wbo sbould remain in Ireland. 

And, at the same time, to maintain the fiscal 
unity of the nation, there is anotber point 
with regard to the powers of the Legisiature. 
Two courses might have been taken. One 
was to endow this legislative body with par- 
ticular legislative powers; the other was 
to exempt from the sphere of its action these 
subjects which the Government thought ought 
to be excepted and to leave tw it every other 
power. The latter plan had been adopted. 
The administrative power wouid pass witb the 
legislative power. The duration of the pro- 
posed legislative body sbould not exceed five 
years. The functions which it was proposed 
to withdraw from the cognizance of the legis- 
lative body were three grand and principal 
functious—viz.: 

Everything which related to the Crown. 

All that which belonged to the defense—the 
army, the navy, the entire organization of the 
armed forces. 

Our foreign and colonial relations. 

It would not be competent to pass laws for 
the establiskment or endowment of any par- 
ticular religion. |Cheers. | 

As to trade apd navigation, it would be a 
misfortune to Ireland to be separated from 
England. The trish Parliament would have 
nothing to do with coinage or the creation of 
legal tender. 

The subject of the post-office would be left 
to the judgment of Parliament, though the 
government inclined to the view that it would 
be more convenient to leave post-office matters 
in the hands of the Postmaster-Geueral. 

Quarantine and one or two other subjects 
were left in the same category. 

The next subject he had to approach was 
that of the composition of the proposed legis- 
lative body. The bill proposed to introduce 
two orders, who would sit and deliberate to- 
géther, with the right of voting separately on 
any occasion on the demand of either body, 
which should be able to interpose a veto upon 
any measure for a limited time, either until 
the dissolution or for three years. The orders 
would be constituted as follows: 

First—There were the twenty-eight represent- 
ative Peers. who could not continue to sit in the 
House ot Lords after the representatives of the 
Irish peuple left the Houseof Commons. They 
would have the option of sitting as a portion of the 
first orderin the Irish Parliament, with the power 
of sitting for life. 

Some people thought that option was not 
likely to be largely used, but the speaker was 
not of that number. He proposed that with 
the twenty-eight Peers now in tbe House of 
Lords there should sit seventy-five Repre- 

sentatives elected by the Irish people. With 
regard to the powers of election, the con- 
stituency would be composed of occupiers of 
the value of £25 and upwards, and they would 
be elected for ten years. property quali- 
fication of these Representatives would be 
£200 annual value on a capital value of £4,000. 
Second—That the 101 Irish members in the House 
of Commons should be members of the Irish Par- 
liament, and. whilst the first order of the legis- 
lative boay would consist of 103 members, the sec- 
ond order would consist of 206. 

It was proposed to retain the Viceroy, but he 
would not be the representative of a party or 
quit office with an outgomg Government. The 
Queen would be empowered to delegate to bim 
any prerogatives she now enjoyed or would 
enjoy.

concerned in the administration of the crim- 
inal law in Ireland, her Majesty might, if she 
Saw cause, by order in Council, antedate the 
pensions of those particular Judges. In fut- 
ure the Judges would be appointed by the 
Irish Government, be paid out of the consoli- 
dated fund, and be removable only on the 
joint address of the two orders. 

The constabulary would remain under the 
present term of service and under their pres- 
ent authority. The charge for the constabu- 
lary was now £1,500,000 per annum, and the 
Speaker feit confident the charge would be re- 
duced; but for the present he proposed to re- 
lieve the Irish legislative body of all expendi- 
ture for the constabulary in excess of £1,000,000 
peraunum. The Government bad no desire 
to exempt the peace of Ireland, iu reference to 
ite final position, from the ultimate control ot 
the Irish legisiative body. The speaker had 
no jealousy upon that subject, as the care of 
providing for the ordinary security of life and 
property was the first duty of a local govern- 
ment. 

With respect to the civil service the govern- 
ment did not think their case was the same as 
that of the constabulary, and the transfer of 
civil service to the legislative body would 
effect a great economy. Ho, therefore, thought 
it would be wise to authorize the civil servants 
now serving to claim the nsion that would 
be due to them, upon abolition of their 
offices, provided they served two years, in 
order to prevent inconvenience from a rapid 
transition of the service and at the close of 
that time both parties should be free to nego- 
tiate afresh. 

That was all, Mr. Gladstone stated, that ne 
had to say on the subject of the new Irish 
Constitution. The proportion of the imperial 
burdens which be had to propose that Ireland 
sbould bear was as one to fourteen. He 
thought that the new Irish Parliament ought 
to start with a balance to its credit: but the 
only fund that it would bave if left alone 
would be the solitary £20,000 from the Irish 
church fund. He knew no way of providing 
the necessary money, except by carving it out 
of this year’s budget, and he proposed that in 
the future Ireland should pay one-fifteenth 
towards the imperial expenditure. He went on 
to speak of how much Ireland would gain by 
exporting spirits to Great Britain and how 
much Great Britain would lose to Ire- 
land by the flow of money from one 
to the other. As the result of 
careful inquiry, he stated with confidence, not 
as an actual demonstration, but as a matter of 
certainty, with regard to the far greater por- 
tion, that the Irish receipts would gain from 
Great Britain a sum that would amount to 
£1,400,000 per annum. He then entered into 
an elaborate calculation of the total income 
and expenditure of Ireland. in the course of 
which he stated that the total charge to Ire- 
land as an imperial contribution he put at 
£3,242,000 per annum. 

He stated as an instance of the intense de- 
moralization of the Irish administration that 
while the post-office in England showed a large 
surplus in Ireland it just paid its expenses. 

He estimated the total expenditure of Ire- 
land, including a payment as a sinking fund 
for the Irish portion of the national debt, at 
£7,946,000 ver annum. Against that there was 
a totul income of £8,350,000, or a surplus to 
the good of £404,000. 

It bas naturally been said in England and 
Scotland, continued Mr. Gladstone, that for a 
great many years past we have been strug- 
Kling to pass good laws for Ireland, and that 
we bave sacrificed our time, negiected our in- 
terests, and paid our money, and we have done 
all this in the endeavor fo give Ireland good 
laws, That is quite true with regard to the 
general course of legisiation since 1849. Many 
of those laws have been passed under an infiu- 
ence which I can hardly describe other than as 
the influence of fear. 

With regard to the bistory of the land ques- 
tion, no man could know that until he had fol- 
jowed it from year to year, beginning with the 
Devon Commission, the appointment of which, 
in the speaker's opinion, did the highest honor 
to the memory ot Sir Robert Peel. Cueers. 
And then, to examine the mode in which the 
whole labor of the commission had been frus- 
trated by the domination of selfish interest. 
Paruellite cheers.| He did not deny the good 
intentions of the British Parliament to pass 
good laws for Ireland, but, be said, in order to 
work out the purpose of government there is 
something mere in this world occasion- 
ally. required than the passe of 
goods laws. Hear! hear! J It is sometimes 
necessary not only that good labs should be 
passed, but also that they should be passed by 
the proper persons. The passing of many 
good laws is not enough in cases where the 
strong instincts of the people, distinct marks 
of character, situation, and history, require 
not only that these laws should be good, but 
that they should proceed from congenial and 
native sources; and that besides being good 
laws they should be their own laws. [Irish 
cheers.] At times I doubted whether this 
necessity had been fully developed, and es- 
pecially with respect to Ireland. If 
doubts could be entertained before 
the last general election, they can- 
not now be entertained. The principle 
I have laid down, I am not laying down for Ire- 
land exceptionally. It is the very principle 
upon which, within my recollection, to the 
immense advantage of the country, Parlia- 
ment bas not only altered, but revolutionized 
our method of government. When I deld of- 
fice at the Colonial Office, fifty years ago, the 
colonies were governed from Downing street. 
The result was that the Home Government was 
always in conflict with those countries which 
bad legislative assemblies. We had continual 
shocks with the colonies then. But all that 
has been changed. The British Parliament 
tried to pass good laws for the colonies, but 
the colonies sald: We dodt want your good 
laws: we want our own good laws; and Par- 
Hament at length admitted the reasonableness 
of this principle. This principle has now 
come home to us from across the seas, and the 
House has now to consider whether it is ap- 
plicable to the case of Ireland. We now stand 
trace to face with what is termed Irish nation- 
ality, venting itself in a demand for general 
self-government in Irish, not in imperial, af- 
fairs. 

In conclusion, Mr. Gladstone said: I hold 
that there is such a thing as local putriotism, 
which, in itself. is not oad, but good. Cheers. 
The Welshman is full of local patriotism. 
The Scotchman is full of local patriotism. 
Scotch nationality is as strong as it ever was, 
and if the need were to arise, I believe it would 
be as ready to assert itself as it was in the 
days of Bannockburn. ([Cheers.| If I read 
Irish history aright, misfortune and calamity 
bave wedded her sons to their soil with an em- 
brace yet closer than is known elsewhere; and 
the Irishman is still more profoundly Irish; 
but it does not follow that because his local 
patriotism is strong be should be incapabie of 
an imperial patriotism. 

There are two modes of presenting the sub- 
ject which I have argued; one of them is to 
present what we now recommend as good, and 
the other is to present it as a choice of evils 
and as the least among the varied evils with 
which as possibilities we are confronted. Weil, 
I have argued the matter as if it had beena 
choice of evils. I have recognized ag facts and 
as entitled to attention jealousies which 1 
myself do not share or feel. I have argued it 
on that ground, as the only ground on which it 
can be recommended, not only to a mixed 
auditory but to the public mind of the coun- 
try, that cannot give minutepinvestigation to 
all portions of this complicated question. I 
do not know whether it may appear too bold, 
but in my own heart I cherish the bope that 
this is not merely a choice of the lesser evil, 
but that it may be proved to be ere long a good 
in itself. [Loud cheers. | 

There is, I know, an answer to this. And 
what is the answer? The answer ig only found 
in the view which rests upon a basis 
of despair, of absolute condemnation of 
Ireland and Irishmen as exceptions to those 
beneficial provisions which have been made in 
general—Europeans, in particular; that while 
Englishmen and Americans are capable of self- 
government, an Irishman is a lusus nature; 
that justice, common sense, moderation, nat- 
ural prosperity have no meaning for bim; that 
all that he can understand and all that he can 
appreciate is strife—perpetual dissension. 

Now, sir, I am not going to argue in this 
House whether this view, this monstrous view 
{Irish cheers], is acorrect one. I gay an Irish- 
man is as capable of Joyaity as another man 
[renewed cheers]; but if nis loyalty bas been 
obecked. why, it is because laws by which 
he is governed do not present themselves to 
him, as they do to usin England or Scotland, 
with a native and congenial element. 

I have no right to say that Ireland, through 
ber constitutionally elected members, will ac- 
cent the measure I propose. I hope they will, 
but I have no right to assume it; nor have I 
any power to enforce it upon the people of 
England and Scotland; but I rely on the pa- 
triotism and the sagacity of this House; on a 
free and full discussion, and, more than all, 
upon the just, generous sentiments of the two 
British nations—and, lookmg forward, I ask 
the House, believing that no trivial motive 
could have driven us to assist in the work we

have undertaken—work which we believe —— | 


With regard to the Judges who bad been | 


restore Parliament to its 
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legislation to its free and unimpeded 
course. I ask them to stay the waste of the 
public treasure under the present system 
of government and administration in Ire- 
land; which is not waste only, but waste 
which demoralizes while it exhausts. I ask them 
to snow to Europe and America that we, too, 
can face the political problems which America 
bad to face twenty years ago and which many 
countries in Europe have been called on to 
face and have not feared to deal with. I ask 
that we shall practice as we have very often 
preached, and that in our own casé we should 
be firm and fearless in applying the doctrines 
we have often inculeated on others: that the 
concession of local self-government is not the 
way to sap and impair, but to strengthen and 
consolidate unity. I ask that we should learn 
to rely less on mere written stipulations and 
more on those better stipulations written on the 
beart and mind of man. I ask that we should 
apply to lreiand the happy experience we have 
gained in England and Scotland. where a 
course of generations bas now taught us, not 
asa dream or a theory. but as a matter of 
practice and of life, that the best and surest 
foundation we can find to buiid on is the foun- 
dation afforded by the’ affections and convic- 
tions and will of man, and that it is thus by 
the decree of the Almighty, far more than 
by any other method, we may be enabled to 
secure at once the social happiness, the power, 
and the permanence of the Empire. 

Mr. Gladstone resumed his seat amid bursts 
of enthusiastic cheers, which were sustained 
for several minutes. 

His speech was three hours and twenty-five 
minutes in duration. He finished at 8 o' clock. 


The Debate. 


When the applause had subsided Mr. George 
Otto Trevelyan, who recently resigned the vo- 
sition of Secretary for Scotland. arose. After 
eulogizing Mr. Gladstone's cration, Mr. Trevel- 
yan proceeded to say that he interposed thus 
eurly in the debate in order to explain the rea- 
son for his resignation. He resigned with ex- 
treme compunction and regret, although the 
step when finally decided upon was taken with 
neither doubt as to its propriety nor the 


least hesitation. He had joined the 
Cabinet because, as he considered at the 
time, to bave remained outside would bave 


been tantamount to a confession that the Lib- 
eral party was a bome-rule party. This wasa 
confession which he should never be willing 
to make. He could never consent to such a 
scheme as Mr. Gladstone had proposed. He 
bad done his best to prevent the Liberals from 
identifying themselves with what he regarded 
as neither tor the welfare nor the benefit of 
the country. Not longer ago than last 
June the whole Cabinet was of the same opin- 
ion as himself. What was it, be would like to 
know, that had happened since then to change 
them? The only security, he urged, that Par- 
liament would have, according to Mr. Glad- 
stone’s plan, for the money they would be 
called upon to vote for the purchase of the 
Irish landlord estates, would be the willingness 
of the Irish farmers to keep up their payments. 
How much dependence oould be placed upon 
that? 

The Speaker at this point interrupted Mr. 
Trevelyan and reminded bim that no land bill 
had yet been submitted to Parliament. Mr. Tre- 
velyan acknowledged the correction and pro- 
ceeded with his speech by asking: How long 
would it be, if the measure that has been sub- 
mitted should become a law, before tbe Irish 
contribution to the Imperial Exchequer would 
be denounced by the Irish and reprobated as 
English tribute? For my part, I have no hesi- 
tation in saying that I think complete 
separation of Ireland from Great Brit- 
ain would be preferable to the plan of 
government that has just been proposed. We 
should then know the worst at once. As an 
alternative scheme, Mr. Trevelyen said, he 
would propose that the execution of the law 
and the maintenance of order snould be main- 
tained in the hands of the Central Government. 
Then he would propose the creagon of certain 
local bodies which should be composed of 
members freely elected. These bodies should 
be intrusted with and held responsibie for 
many of the subordinate functions of govern 
ment, such as providing for education, superin- 
tending the details of local’ government, pro- 
viding for the relief of the poor, and so forth. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Trevelyan'’s speech 
Mr. Parnell arose and was received with cheers 
by the Irish members. He congratulated Mr. 
Trevelyan oa having, like tne French General 
who had unsuccessfully defended Paris, his 
own plan—a plan, however, which did not 
seem to awaken much enthusiasm in the 
house. Mr. Trevelyan, he said, had stated why 
he had left the Government, but not why be 
had resigned his post as Chief Secretary. 
[Cheers from the Irisb benches.] Mr. Parnell 
then went on to justify his past utterances and 
action, which had been impugned by Mr. Tre- 
velyan. Speaking of America and the assasi- 
nation literature which came from America, Mr. 
Parnell said that most of the literature was 
neither American nor Irish literature. If Mr. 
Trevelyan, he continued, were to study the 
literature of America at this moment he would 
find that sympathy for the just settlement of 
the grievances of Ireland by the convession of 
a domestic Legisluture is shown by all classes, 
whether Irish or native-born Americans, and 
more especially that native-born Americans 
are welcoming the efforts of Mr. Gladstone, in 
the belief that they will bring peace between 
Engiana and Ireland, and more especially be- 


tween Irish Americans and England. It 
is a remarkable fact that the great 
meetings now bemg beld in favor of 


au Irish Legislature are mainly called together 
and organized by native-born Americans, by 
editors and conductors of Irish-American 
newspapers. We regard the fact that 
during the last five or six months we have suc- 
ceeded in entirely gaining the sympathy of the 
two great parties in Amerioa—the Democrats 
and the Republicans—as a good omen for the 
future. [Cneers.] As to the bill before the 
House, while reserving his full expression of 
opinion until he had seen the bill, Mr. Parnell 
congratulated the House on the fact that there 
was still living an Engiish statesman who 
could devote his attention to this important 
matter, and begged to thank Mr. Giadstone for 
what would not only prove a beneficial measure 
from the Irish point of view, but which he 
(Parnell) believed would be found to de of 
equal benefit to Engiand. The bill, neverthe- 
less, contained blots which the Irish repre- 
sentatives would do their best to remove. One 
of these was to be found in the financial pro- 
posals of the bill, which he regarded as very 
unfavorable to Ireland, especially in regard to 
the Irish tribute to the Imperial Exchequer. 


He also complained of the proposition 
relative to the two orders intended to 
constitute the Irish Parliament, on the 


ground that the first order, consisting of 
peers not subject to the influence of the popu- 
lar vote, would have the power of hanging up 
measures demanded by the people and their 
representatives for two or three years. On the 
whole, however, apart from these defects, he 
believed the measure would be cheerfully ac- 
cepted by the Irish people and their represent- 
atives as a satisfactory solution of the long- 
standing dispute between the two countries, 
and as tending to prosperity and peace in Ire- 
land and to satisfaction in England. [Cheers.] 

The Rt.-Hon. David Robert Plunket, Con- 
servative member for Dublin University, said 
the bill was one that went much farther than 
what was usually spoken of as the repeal of 
the union, and he predicted that public opin- 
ion would regard the measure with consterna- 
tion and alarm. He felt assured, however, that 
the bill, which was practically one for the erec- 
tion of a Parliament of the National League, 
would never be passed. [Opposition cheers. | 
How, be asked, were the checks proposed 
by the bill to be enforced if they were disre- 
garded by the Irish Parliament and in what 
was the supremacy of the Imperial Pariiament 
to be maintained? He disputed Mr. Gladstone's 
statement that for five centuries out of six 
Ireland bad had her separate Legislature, and 
quoted a statement made by Isaac Butt to the 
effect that during the time of the Henrys and 
Edwards the Irish Parliaments were mere con- 
ventions without legislative powers. The 
whule object of the bill was to de- 
velop a nationality in Ireland as dis- 
tinct as possible from that which was 
found in any otner part of the United King- 
dom, and its first effect would be to drive en- 
terprise and capital out of the country. Op- 
position cheers.] The real foundation of the 
bill was the fact tnat the Prime Minister bad 
bargained with the Separatist party to giye 
them this measure, which, if carried, woul. be 
one of the most fatal measures that bad ever 
been proposed in the interests of the Empire. 

On moon ot Mr. Chamberlain the debate 
was adjourned, Sir Wiliam Harcourt previous- 
ly stating that Mr. Gladstone would move to- 
morrow to give the debate precedence over 
other matters. 

Mr. Gladstone left the House ten minutes 
after concluding bis speech. He was affected 
by the reaction after the intense excitement of 
the day, and was obliged to retire to rest im- 
mediately after dinner. 

The Cabinet has been summoned to meet 
Friday. 

Another Resignation. 

Edward Heneage has resigned the office of 
Chancellor of the Duchy of Lancaster.

A Member of Parliament’s Graphic Descrip- 
tion of the Scene in the House of Com- 
mons. ’ 
LONDON, April 8.—[To the Editor of The 

Tribune. — We have gone through a day of 

excitement never equaled in this country, 

most of us having been here since an early 
hour this morning. When I came down before 

10 o'clock I found two-thirds of the seats on 

the Conservative side already gone. I asked 

an Irish friend bow long they had been taken, 
and he said: “Since 6 o'clock.” The Nation- 

alists, who never do things by halves, came in a 

compact phalanx at thirty minutes past 5 

and swept like a flood over everything. Big- 

gar planted himself behind Lord Ranaolph 

Churchill, facing Mr. Gladstone. Parnell and 

Sexton intrenched themseives in their usual 

corner. The Conservatives were driven into 

the galleries, and many of them left 
adrift tasted the joys of § eviction. 

Some adroit members often contrive 

to play the bat trick; they put one on the seat 

and walk off with another, which is kept ina 
locker. Today this game would not answer, 


for a sharp lookout was kept on 
all the doors to watch members going 
out and in, in order to make a 


report to the Speaker, and few were bold 
enough to risk it; consequently we have been 
prisoners for bours and the restaurant has 
done a roaring trade at famine prices. 
The smoking-room was crammed, everything 
was upside down, the lobbies were thronged, 
the excited strangers armed with orders were 
waiting for the galleries to open. Before the 
Speaker entered the floor the House lobbies, 
stairways, and galleries, were in the possession 
of a scattered mob of gentle and aristocratic 
people struggling for places to bear and see 
the orator of the day. There were fifty times 
as many persons engaged in the struggle as 
could possibly be accommodated, and in the 
surge bishops, peers, and plenipotentiaries ran 
foul of commoners, reporters, and people 
of every sort. In dhe group were seen at one 
time the Greek Ambassador, the United States 
Minister, Cardinal Manning, Editor Burnand 
of Punch, the Japanese Ambassador, and 
Michael Davitt. These six were jammed in 
the struggle about the door of the Speaker's 
gallery. They were rescued, and, after being 
marched and countermarched about the lobby 
into the outer lobby and back again, were 
finally enabled to get to the places 
secured for them by another door. 
Toward 4 a great press of Peers were drawn 
up at the door obliged to wait their turn. A 
deputation of members of the House of Com- 
mons waited on the Speaker to request per- 
mission to place chairs down the centre 
of the house. This was granted for the 
first time in the history of the 
Legislature. At a quarter past 4 Mr. Childers 
and Sir William Vernon-Harcourt entered, 
each side making demonstrations in favor of 
their representative. There were a few cheers 
for Morley, loud and general ones for John 
Bright, a perfect roar for Mr. Biggar, and a 
much more sincere and general outburst for 
Lord Hartingtoa. 

In the diplomatic gallery were most of the 
representatives of foreign Powers. The Prince 
of Wales, his son Frince Albert Victor, the 
Duke of Cambridge,: Prince Christian, and 
Minister Phelps occupied seats during the 
speech in the front row of the Peers’ Gallery, 
Mr. Phelps sitting beside Prince Christian. 
A large number of the members of the House 
of Commons unable, because of its inadequate 
capacity to accommodate the whole or the 
membership, to obtain places on the floor 
helped to jam the galleries. The ladies' gal- 
lery was screened from too open view from the 
main floor by a delicate fretwork in wood, but 
the sparkle of diamonds and the fiash of col- 
ors through this lattice showed that this favor- 
it eyrie bore a greater freight of beauty and 
rood clothes today than ever before in its his- 
tory. 

Punctualy at half-past 4 Mr. Gladstone en- 
tered, amid enthusiastic cheers, the Irish mem- 
bers standing and waving their hats, and for 
several minutes tue uproar of enthusiastic ap- 
plause continued. The full-throated Irish 
cheer that T. P. O'Connor had feared in- 
terloping Tories might deprive of half its power 
was repeated till the whole building rang. 
Mr. Gladstone was clad io bluck and had a rose 
in bis coat. He was pale, as usual, but ev 
dently ready for his work. Ordinary business 
was waived, and a few minutes after entering 
Mr. Gladstone began, his voice being 
hoarse at first but clearing afterward. 
Every sentence had evidentiy been carefully 
considered. He spoke of law presenting itself 
to Ireland in a foreign garb, and repeated 
this sentiment more than once, each 
time amidst vociferous Irish cheers. 
He finally said outright, amid deep silence, that 
his proposal was to set up a Parliament in 
Dublin under the authority of the Imperial 
Parliament. You might have heard a pin drop 
all over the honse. He declared that the unity 
ot Empire must not be placed in jeopardy and 
the political equality of the whole country 
must be maintained. Having now spoken an 
hour, with frequent references to notes, he 
bad recourse to a pomatum bottle containing 
some mystic mixture, supposed to be egg 
and sherry, and went on with great en- 
ergy to defend his plan of an Irish 
Parliament. By accident, instead of thump- 
ing the box before him he struck the mace 
three times and nearly upset it, poised as it 
was on a balance. His followers cast frightened 
looks upon him, as though fearful of an evil 
omen, when be patted it gently, as it to assure 
it that he meant no harm. His statement that 
Irish members would ho longer sit in a West- 
minster Parliament nor representative Trish 
Peers inthe Lords was received sileatly, and 
when Mr. Gladstone, observing the si- 
lence, said: “I believe the Irish mem- 
bers would not desire to sit nere 
with a Parliament of their own in Dublin,“ 
this appeal produced some cheers, 
but not very hearty. After another dip into 
big bottle, he continued to explain that 
the customs and excise part of his plan 
with wonderful elaboration and skill, as also 
the composition of the proposed Legislature; 
but when he came to the Viceroy and said the 
office would be retained free from party ties 
some coldness fell upon the Irish members. 
Then there was a long passage relating to the 
finances and very complicated, and for the 
first time the attention of the audience 


— 


wavered. His voice also showed signs of 
fatigue, and he seemed not to have 
the same grasp of the subject, and 


he made some mistakes which were 
corrected by friends on the ministerial bench- 
es. Again he put forth bis old energy and fire 


in dealing with tne constabulary, which 
he warmly praised, but then diluted 
bis praise with cold water and said 
it was a very expensive force, 


but would be kept up at present, and was pass- 
ing on to another branch of the subject when 
Sir Vernon Harcourt said something to bim. 
Mr. Gladstone rather irritably said: 

“Yes, yes; I thougbt I had explained that 
the constabulary should remain under present 
management; but.“ he added in a significant 
tone, I do not say forever.“ 

It was evident the other Ministers were ex- 
tremely anxious to put him clearly on record 
as in favor of the maintenance of the con- 
stabulary, but it seemed to me that he was by 
no means so anxious. 

He again showed symptoms of weakness, 
which was also felt by the audience, although 
the members kept fast iu their places. The 
Prince of Wales and his eidest son never 
budged, and only two or three persons 
went out. After another pull at a second 
bottle be approached his peroration, which 
he partiy read, every division of bis subject 
being packed in different wrappers. As he 
finished one he put it back into the little box 
and took out another. His conclusion was 
delivered with much empbasis and solem- 
nity, and be sat down amid tremendous 
cheers- He spoxe for three hours and 
tweuty-five minutes. 

The rule which practically excludes women 
from public sight in the House of Commons, 
and whizh on an occasion like that of today in- 
exorably separates husband and wife who are 
fortunate enough to secure seats among the 
spectators, compelled Mrs. Gladstone to hide 
herself bebind the screen closing off the front 
of the ladies’ gallery. The venerabie 
woman, the most interested of all the spec- 
tators, there met the Princess of Wales, whose 
royal blood could not procure for her the privi- 
lege of sitting beside ber busband in the 
House any more than the Prime Minister's 
wife's claim could gam for ber the boon of

Dense crowds stood for hours in a 
pouring rain waiting for him to come. It has 
been many years sinee the Queen herse!f has 
beard such cheers as thundered all the way 
from Dowaing street to the House. As he rode 
beside his wife, bareheaded, bowing his thanks 
from an open carriage, and holding an umbrel- 
la, the crowd became so enthusiastic that it 
forced its way past the police and filled the 
palace yard after him, cheermg ferventiy. _ 
As will be seen, his proposal is practically 
on the lines given by these dispatches in De- 
cember. My forecast was actually nearer 
right then than the published predictions here 
yesterday. A few of the Irish leaders were 
taken into the confidence of the Cabinet 
Monday and coneuited on three difficult 
points—tribute, constabulary, and customs. 
All these were settled to suit the Irish, they 
conceding sundry details. An usexpected 
point is the proposed composition of the Dub- 
lin Parliament. The scheme seems somewhat 
fantastic, but carries the impression of haying 
been carefully theught out. The Irish are not 
sorry to have the minority given a big guar 
antee of representation, as it will make the 
future easier. At one time the scheme in- 
cluded seats for a portion of the Bishops, Prot- 
estant and Catholic, but this was given up. 
There was much wild and confused talk in 
the lobby among members who And, it bard to 
grapple with so gigantic a scheme in so short 
atime. My own opinion is that there are many 
Utopian and visionary ideas in it, that many ot 
its details must be altered. and that the final 
part will not work. But I hold to 
my original opinion that the main part 
of the plan will pass in spite of 
opposition if Mr. Parnellgaccepts the 
scheme, as 1 have reason to believe be will. 
When the country has had time to examine it 
it will demand much modificanon, but will au- 
mit it affords ground to work upon.

Persons who. had heard Gladstone on for 
mer great occasions, comparing his speech to- 
night with his other great speeches, generally 
admitted that in lucidity of .statement and 
argumentative power the speech tonight was 
quite the equal of any of bis finest previous 
orations. The partial failure of hie voice, 
however, renders comparison of tonight's ef- 
fort witb previous speeches less satisfactory 
from a purely rhetorical point of view.

den is now allowed. The extremists on both 
sides are passed by and leftito their prophecies 
of the dire results which will follow the fail- 
ure to adopt their panaceas. Outside of Chair- 
man Biand, very few people thought there was 
any possibility of getting throug bis bill, but 
since the vote this evening everybody is sur 
prised at the strength it developed. When 
Hiscock and some of the other anti-silver men 
opposed setting any time for the debate, they 
urged that the only result would be to 
strengthen the tendency to unlimited coinage, 
and they seem to have been correct. That, 
after all the discussion, no legislation at all has 
been attempted, is due to the influence of the 
conservative silver men. At the opening of 
the session there was a substantial agree- 
ment among them that the policv to be 
pursued was to take aggressive action only 
when necessary to counteract the Wall street 
suspension program. They haye done this 
so effectually that the anti-silver men were 
convinced weeks ago that even temporary sus- 
pension was utterly hopeless, and they are now 
grateful for their escape from unlimited coin- 
age. The speechmaking had the effect that 
there was scarcely a member who was not 
anxious to go on record, and most of them 
were in their seats this afternoons to 
hear the closing talk. Several of 
the Southern Kepresentatives foreshadowed 
their votes by explaining why nei- 
ther suspension nor unlimited coinage 
was desirable. At the same time they gently 
rapped the President across the Knuckles. One 
of the strongest anti-silver arguments that has 
yet been heard was made by Hiscock of New 
York. , It was remarked that he was making a 
strong bid for the support of the New York 
City financial interests in the Senatorial firht 
next winter. When Hiscock got through there 
was only enough time for Hewitt to begin his 
remarks with the view of printing them in the 
Congressional Record. When the hour fixed 
for the votine came the House was 
very impatient of any side issues, and 
insisted on ruling out all amendments except 
that agreed upon by the Coinage Committee to 
test the strength of the suspension sent:ment. 
Thé New England and New York members, to- 
gether with a iair sprinkling of Pennsylvanians, 
voted in the affirmative, party lines being sunk. 
There were also some Southern votes and a 
few scattering ones from west of the Alleghe- 
nies, including Adams and Dunbam of Chica- 
go. Nevertheless, the total was disappointing 
to the suspension people, as they had counted 
on between ninety-five and 100 votes 
for their scheme. To avoid unnecessary 
roll-calis, the test on free coinage was had 
on the customary motion that the bill be en- 
grossed and reac athird time. The yeas and 
nays were called for, and they procecded 80 
evenly that fore few minutes it was doubtful 
which side had the majority. Chairman Bland 
turned nervously io sais seat, while most of the 
other free coinage leaders busied themselves 
bringing in stray votes. When the result was 
announced there was some obeermg, and most 
of the members dispersed without waiting for 
the formality of adjournment. They are all 
very tbankful that the whole subject is 
now out of the way. Though the unlimited 
coinage men did not prevail, they all declare 
they voiced the views of their constituencies 
ahd will be sustained. The moderate silver 
men are also assured that their course will be 
indorsed at home. 

Tonight the anti-Administration Democrats 
are disposed to do a littie crowing. They say 
that since the matter has been finally passed 
upon by the House, it is a good time for a 
backward glance. Copies of Mr. Cleveland’s 
letter to Congressman Warner before inaugura- 
tion have been hunted up and are produced 
as warnings to future Presidents not 
to be too previous in leading their party 
by the nose. They take the view that the fail- 
ure of the House to adopt any of the sugges- 
tions of Mr. Cleveland and the Secretary of the 
Treasury is a pretty strong hint that the pol 
icy of the Administration should be reversed. 
But :f the hostility to silver should be kept up 
they promise more positive rebukes in the fut- 
ure. Outside of the party lines the sentiment 
is that the whole country will be benefited by 
the assurance that there will be no silver legis- 
lation of any kind in the present session.

LABOR AND CAPITAL, 


Six Thousand Pittsburg River Miners De- 
mand Increased Wages and Say They Will 
Strike if They Are Refused—The Kanawha 
Men to Follow Suit—National Convention 
of Furniture-Manufacturers. 

Pirrsnund, Pa., April 8.—[Special.]—Mem- 
bers of the Coal,Exchange were surprised to- 
day by the appearance of the representatives 
of 6,000 river miners, who made a demand for 
an increase from 2% to 2& cents, to begin May 
1. They stated they wanted a reply as soon 
as possible. The same demand will be made 
by miners of the Kanawha region. If the in- 
crease is not granted the miners say they will 
strike. Itis thought the demand will be re- 
fused. 

Wiilham C. Ray, President of Molders’ Union 


No. 14, one of the oldest in the country, in an 
interview today stated that a movement was 


on foot to enroll the Molders’ Union under the 
banner of the Kuights of Labor. A document 
advocating such a proceeding is pow in cir- 
culation, and it is expected that before the 
year is Out tne union, with its 100,000 mem- 
bers, will enter the Knights of Labor in a 
body. 

New Tonk, April 8.—A National Convention 
of Furniture-Manufacturers began its sessions 
here yesterday. Delegations were present from 
the Furn ture Exchanges of Boston, Philadel- 
phia, Baltimore, Louisville, and Pittsourg. 
Over 100 delegates were present. The conven- 
tion organized by electing Joel Mason of New 
York as President. After some discussion of 
the eight-hour law and the labor question in 
genera: a series of resolutions was adopted. 
The resolutions recognized the right of labor 
to organize, and recited an equal need of or- 
ganization among manufacturers to withstand 
unjust demands; arbitration was recognized 
as the proper mode of ending disputation; boy- 
cotting was condemned as opposed to the prin- 
cipies of free government, and the organiza- 
tion of the manufacturers was more strongly 
urged and determinec upon.

THE YARDMEN AND FREIGHT-HAND- 
LERS LN ST. LOUIS JOEN THE STRIKE, 


Twenty Engineers Also Go Out, but as Indi- 
viduals, the Brotherhood Having Issued 
No Order—Chief Arthur Not in St. Louis 
—At Cleveland He Declares There Can Be 
No Strike with His Sanction—The Strikers 
at East St. Louls Make No Attempts at 
Violence in the Face of an Armed Posse 
of 200 Men. 

Sr. Louis. Mo., April 8.—{Special.|—At 11 
o' clock today the entire force of switchmen, 
yardmen, and freigut-handlers in the employ 
ot the Wabash Road on this side of the river 
quit work and informed the officials that they 
would not return until the present trouble be- 
tween the Knights of Labor and the Gould 
lines bad been amicably adjusted. This force 
quit work about two weeks ago, and on the 
strength of the telegram that Hoxie would 
arbitrate returned to work one week ago. 
They number about 120 men, and quit 
at the request of a com mit- 
tee of the Knigxbtts of Labor. It is 
said that the committee of Knights only 
asked the men not to handle Missouri Pacific 
freight, and that they immediately volunteered 
in a body to go out and thus show their sym- 
pathy for their bretbren. A half an hour aiter 
the yard force struck about twenty engineers 
and the same number of firemen and brake 
men quit work. The engineers addressed the 
men and stated that their action was not the 
result of any’ order from the Brotherhood, 
but was on their own responsibility as in- 
dividuals fn sympathy with the Knights. A 
few .engineers remained at their posts, but 
there was no work to do. The receivers of 
the read immediately made application to 
Judge Brewer in the United States Court tor 
protection, and an order was issued command- 
ing Marshal Couzins to take charge of the 
yards. The yards are completely biuckaded, 
many of the trains containing stock and other 
perishable property. In the morning the yard- 
master and oflice employés will attempt to send 
out a few trains. It is said tonight that the 
Wabash trouble may extend aleng the whole 
line within the next twenty-fuur hours., 

The riotous demonstrations of yesterday in 
East St. Louis were sucveeded by a graveyard 
serenity today. Sheriff Ropiquet gave it out 
last night that blood wou d flow if anything of 
the kind was attempted today. Late last night, 
after returning to his home in Belleviile, he 
summoned 200 citizens to appear at the court- 
house at 8 o’clock this morning. Half of them 
were furnished with Winchester rifies and 
the rest Colt’s revolvers. A special train 
over che P.ttsburg Road was obtained and the 
Sheriff and his posse started for East St. Louie. 
The posse left the train before it reached the 
relay depot. The Sheriff ordered his men into 
line and distributed white badges with the words 
Posse Comitatus’’ in black letters. The 
strikers gathered in large nu nbers and watched 
the ceremonies. After the badges were dis- 
tributed the men held up their bandsand the 
Sheriff administered the following oath: 
Lou swear to uphold the Constitution of the 
United States and the State of - Illinois, 
and to act as a posse comitatus to the best of 
your ability to preserve life and protect prop- 
orty. The posse was placed under command 
of Col, Audel, and the strikers wno bad gath- 
ered about were immediately dispersed. 
All the roads then put switch engines to work, 
but very few platform men were willing to go 
to work on account of the action of che strikers 
yesterday. As soon as they are satisfied that 
they will be well protected a great many, it is 
expected, will go to work. On ac 
count of the failure to obtain men, 
very littie freight was bandied in any of the 
yards, excepting, of course, the Wabash, 
where everything is progressing the same as if 
there was no strike, The strikers have not, 
however, given up all hope of stopping the 
business of the Wabash by inducing the en- 
gineers to desert their engines. All the 
transfer company’s teams at the north end 
were working today, and about halt of the 
teamsters at the southern stabies took out their 
wagons. Committees of the strikers were us 
ing a great deal of persuasion to induce 
them to take their wagons buck to the yards, 
but they argued witb them without much suc 
cess. The posse left for home at 6 o'clock. 
The railway officials regard the quietness as 
suspicious, and aiterthe posse left the Chica- 
go, Burlington & Quincy, Vandalia, and other 
roads made barricades at the entrances of 
their yards and stationed armed meu behind 
them. Adjutant-General Vance bag been in 
consultation with Gov. Ogiesby, who was at 
Decatur during the trouble of yesterday. The 
Governor reiterates his positive assertion that 
he will not call upon the militia until Sheriff 
Ropiquet bas exhausted every means at bis 
command to preserve order and protect prop- 
erty. b 

The Missouri Pacific sent out five trains to- 
day and tho Iron Mountain five. No interfer- 
ence was offered. No attempt is betng made 
by the Bridge & Tundel Company to run trains 
across the bridge, it being deemed inadvisable 
to do so, in view of the unsettied state of at- 
fairs on the ocber side. 

Messrs. Porter and Hougb, attorneys for the 
Missouri Pacific, filed a petition in the Circuit 
Court this morning, stating that not one-third 
of the injunctions issued against strikers had 
beeu served and praying that they be served 
at once. 

Mesars. Hayes, Bailey, and the joint com- 
mittee were in conference this morning, but 
Trong stated that nothing of public interest had 
occurred.

Skinner read. Students were allowed to choose 
some of their studies, but not elect themselves 
free from taking in their course certain stud- 
ies which were fundamental and disciplinary. 
The highest place in language was given to the 
study of English and essay writing. A certain 
amount of ancient or modern language study 
was required of all students in the college. 
He thought he could see his way clear 
to procure $75,000 of $150,000 necessary 
to estabiish the college as a university, the 
university not to supersede anything good in 
the college, which would retain all its excel 
lences. There were needed a Professor of 
Archeo.ogy, and a hi¢h class teacher of French 
and the romance languages, who could give in- 
structions, when required, in Italian and 
Span su. He suggested to donors to choose 
any branch, or give them the choice of raising 
the salsry of any one of the underpaid 
Professors. The college was, he claimed, 
promoting 1m mensely the literature and science 
of the deeper thougbt of the country. The 
library meeting papers were widely pubDlishea, 
the younger Professors were publisbing works 
of value, including text books, and a new 
Princeton Review bad been started. Among 
those present were Jeremiah Leaming, Presi- 
dent of the Association; Henry J. Sheldon 
Charles R. Smith, J. D. Hubbard, C. C 
Clarke.

THE CORONERS CONVENE. 


THEY HELD THEIR SECOND ANNUAL 
CONVENTION YESTERDAY. 


What Brought Them Here—The Wrongs 
They Claim They Are Subjected to and 
the Steps They Propose to Take To Right 
Them—How Shall the Coroner Be Paid? 
—The Necessity for an Explicit Law 
Upon the Subject—Statistics of Violent 
Deaths. 

The convention season bas begun. It was 
genially ushered in yesterday with the second 
annual State Convention of the Coroners of 
lilinois, which came off at Cook County Cor- 
oner Hertz’s offices in the County Building. 
The convention of a year ago was held at 
Springfield and didn't amount to much, the 102 
Coroners of the State being up to that period 
a disorganized body of county magnates who 
hardly knew they had wrongs to be righted, 
but who were ready and willing to join a re- 
forming association whose plans included an 
annual junket to Chicago. Yesterday's con- 
vention is therefore the first genuine or prop- 
erly-organized assemblage of Coroners ever 
held in the West, probably the first ever beld 
in the United States, and very likely the 
first ever held within the boundaries 
of Christendom. The Coroners bave not yet 
joined the Knights of Labor—indeed, it bas 
not yet been decided whether the inquest bus- 
iness is identified with labor or with capital—but 
they have their wrongs just the same. It is 
these wrougs and the Coicago-outing incidental 
to aconsideravon of the same that are re- 
sponsible for the convention beld yesterday. 

If anybody knows how to entertain a crowd 
of Corners it is Henry Hertz. The program 
as Originally framed included an exhibition of 
such *‘stiffs’’—to use the technical term—as 
chanced to turn up in the city during the day, 
showing the expert manner in which the prav- 
ticed Cook County Deputy Coroners got 
through their work. This was to have been 
followed by a trip to the county undertaker's 
establisbmeot and a few of the South Side 
dissecting rooms, winding up with a lunch at 
the morgue. Unfortunately subjects were 
scarce yesterday. Tbree children found 
in a pool on the North Side and a 
couple of men scalded to death at the Stock- 
Yards were all that were reported, and these 
were insufficient for a satisfactory exhibition. 
Deputy Jim O'Brien said there had been several 
lovely stiffs”’ the day before, but some baa 
been buried or given to the college doctors 
and the rest taken away by friends. 

The convention was called to order about 10 
o'clock, Dr. T. E. Hand of Grundy County, 
President, in the chair. The other Coroners

The special business of the convention was 


to consider and improve the bill amending the 
laws relating to Coroners, which was introduced 
at the last session of the Legislature and got 
the length of a second reading, but which was 
crowded out of existence by the United States 
Senatorial contest. The bill is divided into 
two parts—one for the guidance of Coroners 
in general and the other relating altogether to 
the fees incidental to the office. With the ex- 
cepaon of Cook County’s Coroner, al the Coro- 
ners in the State are paid by fees—so much 
per inquest—consequently 
proposed law will apply to the whole State 
and the fee-bill section to all outside Cook 
County. The present law, which went into 
torce in 1874, is so indefinit that no two coun- 
ties in the State, it is said, conduct their 
inquest business by the same method. 
it is so beautifully muddied on some leading 
points that each county bas become a law 
unto itself. The principal defects are that it 
fails to specify whether fees are per body or 
per inquest. For example, if an inquest is 
held on ten bodies—peopie killed by the same 
accident—with only one set of witnesses and 
one set of jurors, sbali the county pay for ten 
inquests or one inquest? The Coroner’s fee 
per body is $10; juror’s fee, $1 a day per in- 
quest; legally, ten inquests are held and ten 
verdicts returned; the Coroner gets $100—how 
much is each juror entitied to? Some coun- 
ties would give the Coroner only $10 and the 
juror only $1; others would give the former 
$100 and the latter $10; others would give the 
Coroner ten fees and the juror one fee; and 
others still, who seem in the large major.ty, 
would be guided by circumstances and trust to 
the Coroner to bave the job done as cheaply 
as possible. Other questions are the payment 
of mileage in serving subpoenas, the pay- 
ment of stenographers to take teatimony, and, 
more important than all, the right of a Cor- 
oner to judicial powers during the session of 
bis own court—that is, while an inquest ts in 
progress. At present the only remedy a Cor- 
oner has against a recalcitrant juror ora dis- 
turber of his court is that of the ordinary eit: 
zen—to go before a Justice and swear outa 
warrant; the penalty for such offenses bemg 
fixed at a fine of $3 to $20.

Dr. Woods, the Secretary of the association, 


submitted statistics of inquests held in the 
State outside Cook County for the twelve 
months ending Nov. 30, 1885. The total num- 
ber was 2.124, while those for Cook County 
agaregated 1,096—a total of 3,220 for the State. 
The statistics of suicides showed that 
among the self-poisoners rut-poison was the 
favorit, probably because* anyone can procure 
it. Three counties in the State—Scbuyier, 
Saline, and Pope—did not have a single inquest 
during the twolve months named. 


The causes of suicide were as follows: Do- 


mestic trouble, 30; despondency, 58: financial 
trouble, 31; intemperance, 42; ill-health, 20; 
jealousy, 6; mental derangement, 60; out of 
employment, 9; tired of life, 13; disappoint- 
ment, 3. 


Among the suicides there were 47 laborers, 


31 mechanics, 28 farmers, 8 saloonkeepers, 4 
printers, 2 firemen, 33 bousekeepers, 4 drug- 
gists, 1 policeman, I lawyer, 1 Probate Judge, 1 
student, and 3 disreputable women.

STANDARD UIv’S GREED, 


How the Company Maintains) Its Monopoly 


on the Pacific Coast. 
SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., April 8.—[Special.]— 


The Chronicle this morning shows how the 
Standard Oil Company maintains a monopoly 
on this coast and dictates rates to transporta- 
tion companies at the very time when the 
roads are waging war against each other. By 
special agreement with the Lake Shore & Mich- 
wan Soutbern Raiiway the Standard Oll Com- 
pany bas, sinve 1875, been enabled to sip oil 
and petroleum products from Cleveland and 
Chicago at 10 cents a barrei less than the rates 
charged other shippers. Since the Transcon- 
tinental Association was formed it bas had an 
arrangement with that pool and the Pa- 
cific Coast Associaton, composed of lines 
running between Chicago and Council Bluffs, 
whereby oil should be shipped to this city at 
72% cents a hundred pounds, while other parties 


were charged the tariff rate, $1.20 a bundred. 
Before the abrogation of the special contract 
system local shippers were able to compete in a 
mull way by load ins clipper ships at the Atlantic 
seaboard and sending them around Cape Horn. 
This competition, although not extensive, was 
athorn in the side of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany, so an arrangement was made whereby it 
was understood that Sutton & Co, Van Vieck & 
Co., who practically control the sh ipping interest 
Via Cape Horn to this port from New York and 


Philadelphia, were to refuse to take 
any refined oil or product of petro 


leum which was not consigned to 


the Standard O Compauy. These stipulations 
formed part ot atripartite contract between 
the railroads, the clipper ships, and the oil 
monopoly. This contract is still in full force. 
Barred out by rail, ana virtually barred out by 
sea, independent oil men were forced to give 
up the fight. In addition to the monopoly in 
Eastern oil the Standard Company controls the 
product of this coast. At the last meeting of 
the Transcontinental Association the traffic 
managers pledgea themselves to maintain the 
oil rates with discriminations in favor of the 
monopoly, so the rate war has not affected the 
supremacy ot the Standard Oil Company.

The Congressional Library Bill. 

The bill authorizing the construction of a 
juilding for the accommodation ot the Con- 
gresional Library, after having been betore 

forsome years, was passed by the 
fepate yesterday. The House acted upon and 
it early in the week. It now goes to 
the President for his signature before becom- 
ing alaw. The bill provides for the construc- 
ton of a fire-proof building of the Italian 
renaissance style of architecture, and in sub- 
stantial accord with the plan submitted by J. 
L 8mitbmeyer. Its location will be due east 
of the Capitol Building, and it will occupy a 
space of 455,030 square feet. The ground 
selected lies between B street north ana B 
street south and First and Second streets east. 
The sum of $500,000 has been appropriated for 
the purchase of the site, and a like sum for 
commencing the erection of the buliding. The 
bill also makes all necessary provision for der- 
fecting title in the Government, but does not 
limit the amount of money to be appropriated 
to carry the work to completion.

FOR MURDERING HIS BRIDE, 


Robert Phillips, the Colored Man Who 
Killed His Wife in a Fit of Jealous Rage, 
Executed at Indianapolis. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., April 8.—[Special.|— 
The last night on earth of Robert J. Phillips, 
the colored wife-murderer, was quiet. He went 
to bed at 9 u’clock, having eaten a hearty sup- 
per, and slept soundly. At 5:30 Mgr. Bes- 
sonies calied and administered the holy com- 
munion. Shortly afterwards Phillips’ aged 
mother came and spent and bour with him. 
During the interview she was constantly weep- 
ing, while he remained calm. When Mrs, 
Phillips left she broke down completely, and he 
was almost unnerved. Before returning to his 
cell ue asked that Fayette Franklin and James 
Sullivan, two of bis friends, be allowed togo on 
the scaffoid with him, the permission being 
readily granted. From then until the hour 
fixed for the execution—12 o’clock—Phillips 
spent in his cell alone or in company with Mgr, 
Bessonies. Phillips appeared to be truly pen- 
itent. The vicinity ot the jail was crowded by 
a multitude that numbered more than 5.000. 
Sheriff Carter limited the number of ad mis- 
sions to 150. The procession left the cell at 
11:50, Phillips walking with a steady tread, 
Horrible scars on bis throat showed where the 
self-inflicted wounds were msde, and over the 
end of the protruding tube through which he 
breathe’ he frequently put his band, as though 
it were bothering him. He remained firm un- 
til Fathers Bessonies bade him good-by, when 
he broke into tears. It was 12:06 when the trap 
was sprung, and, although the neck was broken 
by the fall, it was twenty-three minutes before 
the man was pronounced dead. 

[The night of June 23, 1885. Phillips and his bride 
of three months attended a colored entertainment. 
They hada jealous quarrel ut midnight, when 
they returned home, and Phillips soon afterwards 
left the house and remained away all night. He 
returned about 7 o’clock in the morning and fol- 
lowed his wife when she starttd on her way to 
work. An hour later the woman's dead body was 
found in an alley three blocks from her home, and 
lying beside the corpse was Phillips with his throat 
cut but still alive. The woman’s throat had been 
horribly lacerated with a knife or razor. Pbillips’ 
wound never healed, and, the windpipe being 
severed, a tube was inserted to enable him to 
breathe. He was tried in December, found guilty, 
and sentenced to death. Four separate delegations 
of people went to Gov, Gray at different times and 
urged him to commute the sentence, but be stead- 
ily refused to interfere. } 


A PLOT TO ROE A MINT. 


It Is Alleged to Have Been Discovered in 
Philadelphia—Cracksmen to Tunnel for 
Millions. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., April 8.— The employés 
at the United States Mint have been greatly 
exercised for a week over the alleged discovery 
by Special Officer Gibson that a plot was form- 
ing among a number of New York cracksmen 
to rob the vaults in that institution. The mint 
officials are very reticent over thematter, but it 
is known that Gibson claimed to have informa- 
tion that a house near the mint had been 
rented by the cracksmen, and that it was their 
intention to tunnel under the street to the mint 
and undermine n vault in the basement. There 
is from $30,000,000 to $40,000,000 worth of 
precious metal stored in the vaults.

THE COUNCIL REALIZED THAT NO 
TIME WAS TO BE LOST. 


The Ordinance Letting the Contract for 
Lighting to the People’s Gaslight & 
Coke Company at $1.50 per 1,000 Cubic 
Feet Passed Over the Mayor's Veto— 
The Chicago Passenger Railway Granted 
Leave to Construct Its East Adams 
Street Tracks—How the Rooted-Out 
Aldermen Looked and Acted. 

The Council was slow in getting down to 
business last evening, the majority of the 
members being more interested in exchanging 
condolences, congratulations, and comments 
than in the consideration of unimportant 
orders and ordinances. The happiest man in 
the crowd, apparently, was “Jim d' App.“ At 
each hand-shake his chuckle @ould be heard 
all over the chamber, and bis face was parted 
with a seven-inch grin most of the evening. 
His colleague, ** Pat San, was unquestionably 
the glummest manin the room. Billy Young 
looked bad, and, judging by bis temper when 
spoken to, felt worse, but Billy bad the sense 
to stay away until ousiness had fairly be- 
gun, while Pat was one of the first 
to arrive. Pat sat on the corner of a table, 
swinging bis brogans and whistling a wailing 
imitation of “The Braes o Mallow,” and re- 
fused to respond to either the jokes or condol- 
ences of his fellows. Once he opened his 
mouth to tell a reporter he didn't give a 
d——,’’ and then resumed his whistling. Jim 


let Pat have the two chairs for the Second 
Ward all to himself. and Billy Whelan seemed 
inclined to do the same thing for Dixon in the 
First. The First Ward members generally get 
on well togetber, but last night there was evi- 
dently blood on the moon. John

TRIBUNE. Harry Hildreth, for the first time 
on record, was not in a talkative mood, and 
mournfully agreed that his bets on 1,000 ma- 
jority in his favor had been fairly lost. 

After a lot of miscellaneous business had 
been transacted, leaving only two documents 
in the Clerk's hands, the contract with the West 
Side Gas Company being one of them, a mo- 
uon to adjourn was lost. In a few moments 
another was similarly disposed of, and by that 
time the gang was ready for work. 

Ald. Colvin called up the veto of the Mayor 
of the ordinance relating to the contract with 
rne People’s Gaslight & Coke Company. the price 
being $1.50 per 1,000 cubic feet. but bis objec- 
ton to it was the length of time the lamps 
were to be lighted, the ordinance requiring 
them to be lighted an hour in the morning and 
an hour in the evening every day more tban 
was necessary, and also moonlight nights. He 
moved to pass, the veto notwithstanding. 

Ald. Sborey didn’t see bow the Council, in 
view of their obligations to the taxpayers, 
could vote to pass over the veto. He didu't 
think the Council ought even to make any con- 
tract on any such subject. The city had de- 
partments having executive functions, and it 
was the greatest possible mistake in the inter- 
est of the people to ignore these executive 
functions and undertake to spend enormous 
sums of money, in this casé over $500,000, 
under a system which was rotten to the core, 
and which, in itself, at the best, was a vicious 
one. The city, baving the executive de 
partment which clearly had the right to 
make these contracts, had abandoned 
these important powers and functions and 
gone back to the vicious county system, which 
was a government of committees, by commit- 
tees, and for committees, baving every ele- 
ment of mischief. There wasn't an intelligent 
man in Chicago that didn't know that the 
County Government was costing 40 per cent 
too much every year, largely on account of the 
vicious system upon which it was run, largely 
on account of the fact that the county’s mon- 
eys were expended by committees instead of 
by executive officers. He wouldn’t undertake 
to say, under the loose ianauage of the charter. 

the Council bad no right or authority 

to make contracts of this character, although 

there was no language in the charter which 

expressly gave such authority. Its general 

spirit was that the duty of the Council sbould 

be to provide the weans for defraying the 

city’s expenses, and that the mode of defray- 

ing those expenses should be leit to its execu- 

tive officers. Could any man zive a reason 

why the Council should not stand by its legal 

functions of providing the means, as it 

bad in the appropriahon pill? When 

they had done that they acted like faithful 

public servants guarding the people's money. 

When they went beyond that and undertook to 

expend money through committees in enor- 

mous sums they were endangering the finances 

of the city and introducing a vicious system 

where it was not necessary. No reason could 

be assigned why the Council sbould ever make 

one of these contracts. All the contracts for 

public-improvements were required to be let 
‘to the lowest bidder, and this principle ran 
through ali the contracts let by the 

city. If this system were followed in the 

mutter of lights the saving would be over 

$200,000. The people would require, if it was 
not there now, distinction in the charter that 


te Council should be limited in its functions to 


providing means, so that contracts of this sort 
should not be let by legisiative officere. There 
was no doubt in bis mind that a contract could 
be let on business principles for $1.25 per 1,000 
cubic feet on the West Side and $1 on the 
North ana South Sides. It had been 
demonstrated over and over 
that 1 large profit 
selling gas in cities like Chicago for 81. 
supposed it didn’t cost over 40 cents. The 
companies had become enormousiy wealthy 
from their franchises. By letting the contract 
as proposed the city must necessarily be 
slaughtered, and he, therefore, hoped the ordi- 
nance would not pass. 

Ald. Young made .a long speech, in which 
he said those who wouldn’t vote for tne ordi- 
nance because of the talk in the press were 
cowards and poltroons. 

Ad. Simona didn't believe in economy when 
darkness was to be the result, and was afraid 
the sandbaggers would commence operations 
if the lamps were not lighted moonlight nights. 

Aid. Hull spoke in favor of the ordinanve, 
believing from his investigations that it was 
allright. Vetoes, he said, were fashionable, 
even if based upon unjust grounds, and 
brought momentary popularity which was 
sweet to the politician's soul. No one was 
censured last year when a similar ordinance 
went through. He believed Chicago could not 
afford to be improperly lighted. Every other 
large city used six and seven foot burners and 
Chicago only tive foot, and they were lighted 
mooniight nights. Economy in that direc- 


tion was poor economy. According to 
his figures the saving would de 350, 
6000, but from this should be deducted 


$18,750 for salaries of watchers to notify the 
lamp-lichters when clouds obscured the 
moon on moonlight nights, making the sav- 
ing only $31,250. He also was afraid of the 
sandbagger. Intimidations, threats, and sus- 
picions had no terrors for him if be believed 
he was right. Believing as he did that it would 
be unwise to follow the suggestions of the 
veto, and that the result would be unsatisfac- 
tory to the people. he would record his vote as 
he felt was just and defy the world. 

Ald. Wetherell said it was time Chicago took 
a different position from other cities whose 
Councils were notoriously corrupt. What 
others aid cut no figure. He could see no 
reason why the Council should put any blocks 
in the way Of the Mayor saving money. The 
people would look with suspicion upon votes 
cast for giving tho gas company any more 
money than the city was obliged to 
give it. As to robberies, they occurred 
in broad daylight as well as at night, 
and lamp-posts didn’t protect any one. 
He hoped the Council would not stultify itself 
or would not carry out ita former record dy 

the ordinance in the face of the veto, 
There ought to be some economy in gas. He 
figured out that a return to the old time-tabie 
would save 9223. 000 a year. and the people 
would get along just as well as now. 

Ald. Ryan, who bad voted for the ordinance 
before, said he would do so again, and moved 
the previous question, which was ordered. 

The ordinance passed, yeas 24—just enough 
and nays 10, as follows: 
ens—W helen, Sanders, Appleton, Burke, Sheri- 
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Simons, Hull, Lyke, Ryan, Schack, Young, Eis- 
feldt, Colvin, Severin, Sweeney, and Linn.

Manierre. 

Action was postponed on the table for light- 
ing the street-lamps, and the propositions of 
the Chicago Gaslight & Coke Company and the 
Consumers’ Company to furnish gas for $1 per 
1,000 cubic feet. 

The ordinance granting the Chicago Passen- 
ger Railway Company authority to construct 
tracks on Adams street between Clark and 

Michigan avenue was taken up. Wethereil 
and Clarke wanted it deferred, as it bud not 
been published. Ald. Dixon said the owners 
of a majorny of the frontage had signed the 
petition. The ordinance was passed without 
reading, Cullerton saying it was just like the 
others.“ The vote was: Yeas 28 nays 5— 
Shorey, Drew, Clarke, Wetherell, and Manierre. 

Ald. Sheridan (Eighth) presented an order, 
which was adopted, directing the Corporation 
Counsel to furnish an opinion on the following 
quesuons:

Detroit, Mich., April 8.—[Specia),|—The 
following dispatch from Washington, pub- 
lished here today, correctly voices the senti- 
ments of all Democrats in Michigan outside of 
the so-called Dickinson faction:

FAILURE OF ATTEMPTS TO REGULATE 
NORTHWESTERN TRAFFIC. 


The Santa Fe’s New Outlet to Galveston— 
The Chicago & Atlantic Continuing to 
Maintain Its Independent Position—The 
Atchison Makes an Advance in California 
Rates—Judge Gresham Defers me Ap- 
pointment of a Receiver for the Chicago 
& Atlantic. 

The work done by the roads interested in 
the St. Paul and other Northwestern freight 
traffic during the last two days to bring about 
an agreement for the maintenance of North- 


western rates until a new pool or 
association could be formed has ail 
been for naugbt, and matters are now 


in worse shape than they were before the 
meetings commenced. It was thought when 
the meeting adjourned Wednesday evening 
that if the Illinois Central could only be in- 
duced to accept the new tariff published in 
yesterday’s TRIBUNE, and adopted by that 
meeting, those rates could be maintained, and 
that the Burlington and Iowa Central would 
then fall into line and also adopt those rates. 
Consequently a committee consisting of Messrs. 
Wicker ot the Northwestern, Bird of the Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul, and Sage of the Rock 
Island cailed upon Mr. Horace Tucker of the 
Illinois Central yesterday morning, and after a 
long conference Mr. Tucker consented to ac- 
cept the new rates upon cundition that they 
would be adopted by all lines and firmiy main- 
tained, and also that those roads having con- 
tracts show their banas. The latter conditionwas 
complied with, the Northwestern and St. Paul 
making a statement showing what contracts 
they had made. Everything was thoucht to 
be lovely until the Burlington was consulted. 
Tuis company emphatically refused to join in 
the arrangement, and declared that it would 
not under any condition sanction an 
agreement that was calculated to legal- 
iz the out rates made by its com- 
petitors. It also demanded that before 
it would join in an arrangement for 
the maintenance of St. Paul and Northwestern 
rates an agreement would have to be made re- 
storing rates between Chicago and Omaha and 
points west thereof; in fact, the Western 
Freight Association agreement would have to 
be fully carried out by all lines. This broke up 
the conference, and the Illinvis Central 


was informed that the agreement pre- 
viously made was off again. Orders 
were at once given by the Iilinois 


Central, Rock Island, and other roads that the 
10-cent and cent rates between Chicago and 
St. Paul would continue in force. It is quite 
certain that this will be the rate by all lines 
this morning. As these rates do not pay for 
the cost of handling the business, it is not 
probable that a still further reduction will be 
made. But there can be no doubt that the war 
will now be extended to Council Biuffs, Omaha, 
and all Western Freight Association points. 
Matters are now in such a complicated condi- 
tion that an early adjustment of the fight is not 
1 be looked for. l 


The Transcontinental War— The Santa Fe's 
New Outlet to Galveston. 
President Strong of the Atchison, Topeka & 
Santa Fé Ratiroad Company was in the city 
yesterday on his way to Topeka to attend 
the annual meeting of the stockboiders in that 


city. In a conversation with a representative 
of Tue TRIBUNE Mr. Strong stated 
that the transcontinental troubles had 


not yet been adjusted, and it was hard to pro- 
dict when the war would come to. an end. 
There was au understanding between bim and 
Presfdant Huntington to submit the differences 
between the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé and 
the Southern Pacific to arbitration, Commis- 
sioner Fink having been agreed upon as arbi- 
trator. But there wasa bitch in the negotia- 
tions with the Pacific Mail Steamship Company 
which prevented an immediate adjustment or 
the troubles. The Pacific Mail demands a sub- 
sidy of $100,000 per month, whicn is $15,000: 
per month more than it received formerly. 
The roads not only deciine to pay the $100,000 
subsidy demanded by the Pacific Mail, but 
they are disinclined even to pay the old amount 
of $85,000, as the Pacific Mail could not justly 
lay claim to any such amount. The matter 
was in the bands of Mr. Huntington, but there 
was no prospect that he would succeed in get- 
ting that company to recede trom its demand. 

Mr. Strong feels sorely aggrieved over the 
stand taken by the Eastern trunk lines during 
this figbt in refusing to participate in the fight 
against the Pacific Mail Company. By erect- 
ing a Chinese wall at the termini of 
their Western connections they were forcing 
the California all rail lines to seek 
an independent outlet to the Atlantic coast to 
enable them to compete for the through traflic 
between. Eastern and California points. The 
Atchison, he said, had obtained contro! of the 
Gulf, Colorado & Santa Fé and would in con- 
nection with this road build a new line that 
would give it an independent outlet to Gal- 
veston, between which point and New York 
it can make use of the Mal- 
lory line of steamers. This would 
enable the Santa Féto act independently of 
the trunk lines and compete with them for all 
traffic to Kansas, Colorado, Utah, New Mexico, 
Arizona, California, and Old Mexico points. 
Mr. Strong denies the reports that the railroad 
companies were trying to get control of the 
Pacific Mail stock. He says his company has 
no hand in such a scheme and does not want 
any interest in that company. 


The Chicago & Atlantic Maintains Its Inde- 
pendent Position. 

A meeting of General Passenger Agents of 
roads running east from this city was held yes- 
terday at the Grand Pacific Hotel, the princi- 
pal object of which was to induce the Chicago 
& Atlantic to join in aspecial agreement for 


the maintenance of east-bound passen- 
ger rates that would not interfere 
with its position regarding the Central 


Traffic Association and the Central Traffic Com- 
mittee, which it refuses to recognize. Al- 
though an urgent request had been sent to 
General Passenger Agent Snow to attend the 
meeting, vet he did not put in an appearance, 
and consequently nothing could be done so far 
as the Chicago & Atlantic was concerned. It 
was decided, however, to go on without 
the Chicago & Atlantic, and reorganize the 
Chicago East-bound Passenger Committee with 
Commissioner George H. Daniels as Perma- 
nent Chairman. All the roads stated that they 
bad stopped the payment of commissions in 
Chicago, and that for the present they would 
take no notice of the Chicago & Atlantic's 
action in this matter. The question of theatri- 
cal rates was discussed and it was decided to 
take the agreement adopted by the St. 
Louis committee as a basis. This allows 
a discount of 20 per cent for parties of between 
10 and 20, inclusive; 35 per cent, or 2 cents per 
mile, for parties of between 20 and 35, inclu- 
sive; 40 per cent for parties of 35 and 50. in- 
clusive; and 50 per cent for parties of 50 or 
more. 

The representatives of the various roads feit 
rather disappointed over the refusalof the 
Chicago & Atlantic to attend the meeting, and 
fears ure expressed that the independent com- 
petition by this company may yet lead to seri- 
ous complications. 


Changing the East-Bound Classification. 

The Official East-Bound Classification Com- 
mittee held an adjourned meeting yesterday at 
the Grand Pacific Hotel to complete its revis- 
ion of the east-bound classification. It will 
probably require another day to complete the 
work. The reason for the protracted meet- 
ings of the committee is the large 
number of changes contemplated. It is 
the.intention to put a much larger number of 
manufactured articies in the classification 
than have been contained in it heretofore. 
The Eastern trunk lines have been and are 
still using their best efforts to prevent the clas- 
sification of a large oumber of manufactured 
articles on the east-bound tariff which they 
have on their west-bound tariff in order to help 
the Eastern manufacturers and prevent 
articles manufactured in the West from com- 
petimg with similar Eastern products. Many 
ot these articles manufactured in the West 
can be sold for much jess at Eastern interior 
points than articles manufactured in the East. 
Manufacturers in this part of the couptry are 
determined to force the raliroads to classify 
their goods so as to enable them to 
compete with Eastern manufacturers. The 
Western roads fee! that these just demands of 
the manufacturers in this section of the coun- 
try ought to be recognized, but they are anx- 
jous at the same time to avoid a conflict with 
the trunk lines, especially as the latter will 
have to ratify the classification after it bas 
been adopted by their Western connections. 
For this reason are more care- 


fully 


| and additions to the east bound classification 
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| than would be the case. With the 
power the trunk lines yield at present over 
their Western connections the Western manu- 
ere need not expect any great conces- 
ons. 


The Atchison Makes a Slight Advance in 
| California Rates. 

The reduction of the passenger rates from 
the Missouri River to California points to $5 
first and second class a week or two ago has so 
stimulated traffic over the Atchison, Topcka & 
Santa Fé that this company has found it 
difficult to provide ample and adequate 
accommodations for all. lu order to 
check the rush a little it has decided to make a 
slight advance in the single trip rates, and 
notice was given yesterday that, commencing 
this morning, it will make its gross rate 
Missouri River to California. first class, lim- 
ited, $30, rebate $18, net $12; and its present 


second and third class gross $20, rebate 
$13, net $7. This is an advance of 
on first class and $2 on second 


$5 

and third class. Above rates apply only via 
Mojave for points north thereof and via Bars- 
tow for California Southern Railroad points. 
These gross rates govern intermediate points 
where rate-sheet rates are higher and also all 
the Santa Fé local points south of Albuquerque. 
Standard rates of Feb. 1 apply tor all Califor- 
nia business via Deming or Pueblo. No change 
is made in round-trip or in east-bound rates 
from the Pacific coast. The rates by all. ower 
transcontinental lines still remain the same as 
heretofore. 


A Check to Railway Traffic. 

A bill was filed in the Circuit Court yester- 
day by Thomas O'Neil, who owns a tract of 
land on Twenty-second street, between Jobn 
and Halsted, to enjoin the Chicago, Burlington 
& Quincy Railroad Company trom maintaining 
its tracks any longer on Twenty-second street. 
The City Council gave the company, in Jan- 
uary, 1866, the privilege of laying and using 
tracks on Twenty-second street, from Brown 
to Lumber. This liberty was to con- 
tinue for the space of twenty years. The com- 
plainant says be never consented to this in- 
vasion of the public streets, which, he alleges, 
causes great injury to his property. At the 
expiration of the twenty years, — 30, 1886, 
the Council passed a resolution ordering the 
removal of the tracks, and the com- 
pany has been requested to comply with 
this order. So tar, no notice has been taken of 
the demand. The track on Twenty-second 
street is a side-track, not used for passen- 
ger traffic. The complainant asks a decree re- 
quiring the removal of the obnoxious tracks. 
Judge Tuley bas temporarily enjoined their use 
by tne railroad company. 


Judge Gresham Defers the Appointment 
of a Receiver for the Chicago & Atlantic. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., April 8.—|Special.|— 

Judge Gresbam’s decision in the case of the 
Farmers’ Loan & Trust Company of New York 
against the Chicago & Atlantic Railroad Com- 
pany for the foreclosure of mortgage and the 
appointment of a receiver was delivered today. 
The court bolds, first, that the compiainants 
were entitled to suit, and overruling the de- 
murrer to the bill filed to foreclose; second, 
that the Indiana statute known as the 
Coffroth law, passed in May, 1869, pro- 
hibiting citizens from other States from 
acting as trustees in mortgage in this 
State was unconstitutional ana void; third, 
reserving judgment as to the appointment of a 
receiver and not passing upon the motion. The 
opinion is lengthy, reviewing in detail the 
points ruled upon. It is believed the effect of 
the opinion will be to bring about a compro- 
mise of conflicting interests, but if such result 
is not reached a receiver will be appointed. 


St. Jo Accepts Rock Island’s Proposition. 

St. JoserpH, Mo., April 8.—|Special.|—The 
committee soliciting stock in the Rock Island 
extension into Kansas and Nebraska succeed- 
ed today in raising the required amount, $200.- 
000, and telegraphed Mr. Low, solicitor for 
the company, the result of their labors. Mr. 
Low is in New York, where the Rock Island 
directors bold a meeting tomorrow, and will 
lay before them the acceptance of their propo- 
sition to this city. This, it is supposed, will 
settle the question as to where the Rock Island 
will cross the river in favor of St. Joseph.

JENNIE WOODS’ CAREER. 


What Is Known in Cleveland of the Vic- 
tim of Opium in Chicago Monday. 

CLEVELAND, O., April 8.—|Special.}—At No. 
371 Ontario streét in this city is a laundry man- 
aged by Charles E. Cook. On the wall is an old 
inscription, reading: 

Where shall I be and what shall I be doing one 
year from now?—Jenme Jones. 

This was written by the girl who died in Chi- 
cago Monday, and who is known now as Jennie 
Woods. She was born in England, but ber 
parents came to this country when she was an 
infant and lived at the corner of Prospect and 
Sherif streets. Her father, Richard A. 
Joues, was a stone-mason and died four 
years ago. Then her mother is alleged to have 
gone to San Francisco with a strange man, and 
Jennie was left without home or money. She 
was employed by Mr. Cook, and worked 
for him two years. While in his employ 
she attempted suicide by taking morphine. 
The doctor who attended her says she nearly 
succeeded in her efforts to end ber life. Sue 
tried for many months to get u position on the 
stage, and was finally admitted to the bailet at 
the Euclid Avenue Opera-House. Afterwards 
sbe joined a traveling comedy company, A 
year ago sbe was in the city for a day or two 
and stopped at the Kennard House.

It Appears that Lieut. Maus Was Taken 
Prisoner After Capt. Crawford’s Death 
and Had to Be Ransomed by His Men.

GLADSTONE’S POLICY. 

After a personal triumph such as few Brit- 
ise Premiers have ever had and amid scenes 
of extraordinary enthusiasm, Mr. Gladstone 
has introduced his long-expected measure ot 
home rule for Ireland. . Its foundation may 
be described in his own words: The main- 
spring of the law in England is felt to be 
English; in Seotland to be Scotch; but in 
Ireland it is not felt to be Irish.” That 
mainspring he announces to be a Parliament 
in Dublin for the conduct of bust 
ness both legislative and administrative.“ In 
detail, the Parliament, should the scheme be 
carried, will consist of two orders sitting 
and voting together, except when they may 
disagree, each order to have a veto on the 
legislative action of the other for a period of 
three years, or until dissolution. The first 
order is to consist of the twenty-eight repre- 
sentative Peers of Ireland—all Tories, by the 
way—should they choose to sit in the new 
Irish Parliament, and seventy-five members 
elected by ratepayers taxed on an as- 
sessment of $125. The second order 
will consist of 206 members. elected 
on the present Irish franchise. The 
duration of the Parliament will be five years. 
It will have no power to establish or endow 
any religious sect to interfere with the pre- 
rogatives of the Crown, in army or navy 
affairs, or with the foreign and colonial policy 
of Great Britain. Its prerogatives are to be 
purely local, such as the passage of laws 
affecting trade and navigation, weights and 
measures, local taxation, and postal arrange- 
ments. It does not ‘contemplate such 
relations between Ireland and Great 
Britain as exist between one of our 
States and the General Government. 
Mr. Gladstone says: As Ireland is to have 
wa domestic Legislature, it will therefore be 
impracticable for Irish representatives to 
come here,“ meaning that there will be no 
Irish membership in the House of Commons.

The greatest interest, however, 
attaches to the attitude which the conserva- 
tive members of Mr. Gladstone’s own party 
will take. The discussions from this time 
on will not lack in liveliness, It is the 
largest concession which can be made to Ire- 
land at present. It may prove too large for 
the continuance of the present Government 
in power. 

The strongest arguments put forward yes- 
terday by Mr. Gladstone in support of his 
scheme is that its adoption will liberate the 
British Parliament from the restrain ts under 
which of late years it has ineffectually strug- 
led.

CANADIAN EXTRADITION TREATY. 

In an address in the Dominion Parliament 
a few days ago Sir Alexander Campbell as- 
serted that the United States is responsible 
for the continuation of a treaty which makes 
Canada a retuge for American defaulters. 
He declared that a revised treaty making em- 
bezzlement an extraditable offense lacks ap- 
proval only because the United States will 
not consent ‘‘to incorporate in the treaty a 
proviso that a party extradited for any offense 
shall be tried for that offense only and for no 
other of which he might have been guilty.” 
The United States will not consent to such a 
provision and this is said to be the sole point 
of difference between the two countries. 

The controversy between England and the 
United States in regard to the extradition of 
fugitive criminals dates back to the case of 
the smuggler Lawrence, who fled to England 
and whose surrender was demanded by Gen. 
Grant. Smuggling is not an extraditable of- 
fense, but Lawrence was surrendered on a 
charge of forgery, and after being returned 
to this country was punished for smuggling. 
Afterwards, in delivering another forger, 
England dewanded assurance that the crim- 
inal would be punished only for the extra- 
ditable crime, but the United States put 
forth the claim that the fugitive was sur- 
rendered to justice generally.“ It cannot be 
denied that this claim on the part of the 
United States is opposed to international 
usage and is condemned by most of the 
American writers on the law of extradition. 
It is also opposed by the general practice in 
the extradition of fugitive criminals between 
the States. Asarule the courts hold that 
an extradited criminal cannot be arrested 
and tried on a new charge until he has been 
allowed a reasonable opportunity to return 
to his previous domicile. But) this principle 
is much more important in extradition with 
foreign countries than in such transactions 
between the States. Under the doctrine con- 
tended for by our Department of State a per- 
son might be falsely charged with crime in 
order to get him within the jurisdiction of 
the demanding country and punish him fora 
political offense. | 

At any rate, the United States can afford 
to yield the point raised by the State Depart- 
ment in the negotiations with England for a 
new extradition treaty. The rule desired by 
England will be as fair to one country as to 
the other. A case may arise any day in which 
the United States would desire to dispute the 
power of England to punish a fugitive for 
any other offense than the one on which he 
was surrendered. A revised extradition treaty 
which will require the Canadian Government 
to surrender defaulters and embezzlers is of 
much greater importance than the somewhat 
doubtful principle tor which our State De- 
partment is contending. The existence on 
our northern border of a secure refuge for 
defaulters has become an intolerable evil; it 
presents a standing temptation to all men in 
public or private employment who are in- 
trusted with the money of others, and offers 
immunity to all who can reach the Canadian 
line with their stealings. If England will 
make a treaty putting embezzlement on the 
extradition list and calculated to break up the 
‘‘American colony” in Canada the State De- 
partment ought to ratify it at once, and, if 
necessary, consent to the stipulation restrict- 
ing the punishment of fugitives to specified 
crimes. All the United States should de- 
mand is to add embezzlement to the present 
list of extraditable crimes, and, according to 
Sir Alexander Campbell, England is ready to 
do this.

If all that is claimed for the imitation be | 
true, there still remalns tothe consumer the 
indubitable right of choosing for himself. 
To induce him to buy and cause him to eat 
something that he believes to be butter, but 
which is not, is just as much of an offense 
against the moral law as is the passing of a 
counterfeit dollar, though the law of the land 
may punish the latter while allowing the for- 
mer to go unpunished. The making of 
counterfeit butter, and selling it as such to 
people who will pass it as genuine, should 
be subject to precisely the same sprveillance 
as the making of money would have to be if 
permitted to be produced by other than 
Government officials. No one can doubt 
that an enormous cheat has been prac- 
ticed upon the people of the United 
States in the introduction of oleomargarine 
and its compounds, and if through that 
cheating the article has come into general 
use there should be no objection on the part 
of men who manufacture the goods and 
deal in them to letting the world of con- 
sumers know what it is that is set before 
them when they sit down to the table. The 
law should protect not only the buyer at the 
store or factory, but also the actual consunr 
er; and the people who are agitating the ques- 
tion should not rest satisfied till some means 
has been provided whereby the eater can dis- 
tinguish the one from the other every time. 
If he choose to eat butterine with open eyes 
as well as with his mouth he should be al- 
lowed to do so. The manufacture of artifi- 
cial butter ought to be allowed to stand upon 
its own merits, and nothing but a depraved 
conscience could ever find justification in the 
plea that it has a right to impose on 4 con- 
sumer an article of food to which the con- 
sumer might object if he knew its true char- 
ecter, however absurd might be his reasons 
for preferring to eat something else. 
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SPOILSMEN ACCOUNTING FOR DE- 
FEAT. 


The Democratic members of Congress ap- 
pear to be disgruntled over the results of 
municipal elections in the West and are in- 
clined to attribute their party defeats to 
Democratic dissatisfaction with the Admin- 
istration for not furnishing spoils faster to 
bummers. The spoilsmen charge the de- 
feats in Ohio, Indiana, and IIIinois directly 
to the lack of activity of the decapitation ax 
by the President and his Cabinet. They say 
that the Administration has not chopped off 
Republican heads fast enough to insure Dem- 
ocratic victories!) This is a unique view of 
the situation, to say the least, considering the 
industrious manner in. which the guillotine 
has been at work during the last twelve 
months, Out of the hundred thousand office- 
holders, big and little—but mostly little 
60,000 heads have gone into the basket. The 
civil service protects 20,000, of whom as | 
many are Democrats as were capable 
of securing oflice on their merits. 
The ax is still at work on the 
remaining 20,000 little fellows in country 
villages ana at the cross-roads, as fast as 
they can be discovered, and all who have of- 
fices which more than pay expenses will go. 
If, however, the Administration could have | 
worked double-time —if instead of chop- 
ping heads ten hours a day there could have 
been two sets of official executioners so that 
the ax might have run day and night—the 
spoilsmen argue there would have been more 
gore and boodle, and, instead of having all the 
cream of the pickings and nine-tenths of the 
money, they would have had not only the 
cream but the milk and the jug itself, every- 
thing would have been comfortable, and the 
elections would have resulted in Democratic 
victories all round! 

The theory advanced by the spoilsmen is 
not only radically incorrect, but it shows 
rank ingratitude to the President, who has 
done his best to smash the Civil-Service law 
within his limitations. Had he come down 
like a cyclone on the officeholders the mug- 
wumps by this time would have been kick- 
ing themselves all over the streets anil wish- 
ing they had voted for Blaine. He js tem- 
pering the wind to the shorn lambs and ac- 
customing them to it by degrees.

THE opinion is gaining ground in Wash- 
ington that the Senate will appoint a special 
committee to investigate Black’s administra- 
tion of the Pension-Office. The committee 
now at work investigating the Pension-Office 
was appointed to inquire into the charges 
Black brought against his predecessors, and 
its authority is limited to the purpose speci- 
fied in the resolution creating it. While the 
committee has failed to find any evidence to 
support Black’s charge that political tests 
were required of applicants for pensions, it 
has stumbled on facts that tend strongly to 
impeach the integrity of Black’s own admin- 
istration ot the Pension Bureau. When be- 
fore the committee Gen. Black stated under 
oath that he had appointed seventy- 
seven persons under the civil-service 
rules, and that seventy-three of them 


were Democrats. The law absolutely for- 
bids partisan discrimination in regard to 


these appointments, and declares that merit 
shall be the only test. The Washington 


| Republican charges that for the purpose of 


giving Democrats an extra chance to pass the 


examination the standard was reduced from 


65 to 50 per cent, and instead of certifying 
four names for each vacancy the examiners, 
in compliance with Black’s demand, furnished 
him the entire list; that Black appointed no 
one until he knew positively the politics of 
the applicant, and that when certain Demo- 
tratic Congressmen wanted men appointed 
who had not passed the examination, and 
were not certified as eligible, the incapables 
were rushed through in special examinations 
and appointed at once. These are very grave 
charges, and if true they involve offenses for 
which the Pendleton act provides heavy pen- 
alties. The fact that in a class of appoint- 
ments intended to be entirely non-partisan 
over 90 per cent of the persons selected were 
Democrats seems to show on its face a good 
deal of crookedness in Black’s office. 


SECRETARY LAMAR must certainly be 
nearly through with the prolonged task of 
overruling Sparks’ decisions in regard to 
land entries in Dakota and other Territories. 
Hardly a day passes without the announce- 
ment that some one of Sparks’ rulings has 
been reversed, and the most irate settlers to 
be found anywhere on the public domain 
must surely be satisfied by this time. Mr. 
Lamar uses soft, language in dealing with 
the Commissioner, but has succeeded never- 
theless in reversing nearly all the rulings 
that excited so much indignation among the 
settlers, and they may rest assured that they 
have nothing more to fear from Sparks. In 
one point of view the persistent overruling 
of Sparks’ decisions is a matter of regret, 
since it puts the Commissioner before the 
people in a humiliating position and tends to 
destroy public confidence in the really meri- 
torious policies he has attempted to introduce 
in the Land-Office. It is to be regretted that 
Sparks should be generally discredited on 
account of his unfortunate blunders in deal- 
ing with the Dakota settlers. Of all the 
public departments the Land-Office is the 
one most in need of a sweeping reform, and 
Sparks has shown a disposition to engage in 
the work with courage and energy. He de- 
serves applause for his fearless exposure of 
the frauds perpetrated by the land-grant rail- 
roads and for his vigorous efforts to have 
these wrongs righted. His recent special re- 
port was the most complete exposure of these 
frauds ever made by any Land Commis- 
sioner. THe TRIBUNE held trom the first 
that Sparks’ rulings suspending entries 
throughout entire districts and denying the 
right to commute claims would certainly be

UNFAITHFUL TO THEIR TRUST, 


A Legislative Committee Recommends the 
Removal of the Superintendent and Ma- 
tron of the Iowa Deaf and Dumb Insti- 
tution—Tru:tees of State Institutions 
Named. 

Des MoixxS, a., April 8.—[Sprolal. Among 
other investigations ordered by this General 
Assembly was one into the management of the 
Deaf and Dumb Institution at Council Bluffs. 
The Investigating Committee reported todav, 
and the report reflects severely upon the pres- 
ent management of the institution, recom- 
mending the discharge of the Superintendent 
and Matron. Several hundred pages of testi- 
mony were taken, and in summing up their 
report the committee find that as to crue! and 
inhuman treatment of the children at the in- 
stitution the evidence taken is so conflict- 
lng that they regard the charge as not 
fully sustained. The committee find that 
the Superintendent and Matron have in many 
instances failed to care properly for the sick 
children under their charge and control, and 
have in many instances neglected to procure 
for them proper and sufficient food, bott as to 
quantity and quality. The committee find 
that they have not used their best efforts to 
economize in the management of the institu- 
tion.

PROTECTION OF BIRDS, 

A bill bas been introduced in the New York 
Legislature for the protection of song-birds, 
which prohibits women from encouraging tbe 
butchering of plumage birds by wearing 
them on their bonnets. It is regarded with 
general favor, and is likely to pass. It forbids 
the killing of al birds but the English sparrow 
for the next five years. 

The American Ornithologists’ Union, through 
its Commitfee on Protection of Birds, is mak- 
ing a vigorous effort to stop the present useless 
sidughter of our feathered tribes. In a recent 
publication the committee give a large mass of 
details of this wholesale destruction. Statistics 
showing bow far this process is going are not 
so easily bad, but it is saia that in one auction 
store in London, during the four months end- 
ing April, 1885, were were sold 404.464 West 
Indian and Brazilian bird skins and 356,389 
East Indian, besides thousands of Impeyan 
pheasants and birds of paradise. The commit- 
tee make a very earnest appeal to the temule 
sex to enlist in the war for the protection of 
birds. It is to be hoped that their efforts will 
not be unavailing.

‘REBUKED BY THE STATE. 


ANOTHER BITTER DOSE FOR NEW 
YORK’S BOODLE ALDERMEN, 


The Senate by an Almost Unanimous Vote 
Passes the Bill Repealing the Broad- 
way Surface Railroad Charter—Ald. W. 
H. Miller Arrested in Florida—Dempsey 
Still Hiding There—Waite’s Fund of In- 
formation—After the Bribe.Takers—The 
Dorman Sale. | 


New York, April 8.—[{Special.|—The mine 
of information wh:ch has been found in ex- 
Aid. Waive develops day by day. District-At- 
torney Martine says that the more he is worked 
the greater the return for the labor involved. 
He has made no end of sub-statements since 
his great story the day he returned from his 
Essex farm, and bas involved a number of 
people who are populariy supposed, so far as 
charges of bribery are concerned, to have bad 
nothing to do with the case. There are twen- 
ty-two Aldermen, more or less, involved in the 
charges of corruption, and District-Attorney 
Martine said today that, as matters were turn- 
ing out, almost as many persons in private 
life were becoming involved as there were Al- 
dermen. He sad: “Isbould not be surpris- 
ed if three of the bribe-givers were arrested 
within forty-eight hours. They will be if we 
can flud them. 

An Albany special says: The interest in the 
Legisiature for the time centres in the bills re- 
lating to Jake Sharp's Broadway Surface Rail- 
way in New York. The ease, with which the 
measures went through the Senate last night. 
four negative votes being the most recorded 
against any of them, and the absence of any 
not ceable lobby power, indicate that Jake 
Sharp intends to make hs fight in the courts. 
If the bills become laws, as it is probable they 
will, the quesuon of their constitutionality will 
be immediately raised, and the ablest lawyers 
in New York bave deen retained by 
the corporation to fight the case to 
the Supreme Court of the United States if neo- 
essary. Of the bills prepared by the Investi- 
gating Committee with Roscoe Contiing’s aid, 
three are of vital importance to the Broadway 
Railroad. The first provides for the repeal of 
the charter of the company. The second coo- 
tains in active force the consent of tbe author- 
ities and pruperty-owners to the construction 
of the road, and provides that the road sbail be 
put up at auction and sold to the highest bid- 
ders above the terms paid by Sharp's company 
—$40,000 per year, or 3 per cent of the gross 
receipts, and the carry of passengers 
from the Battery to Central Park for five cents. 
The third bill appoints a receiver to adminis- 
ter the estate of the defunct company. He is 
first to pay from the proceeds of the sale of 
the consent and plant all material claims, and 
then divide the balance among the bona‘fide 
bondholders. A number of Senators who 
voted for the bills have privately stated that 
they were convinced that the measures were 
unconstitutional, but that they did nut bave 
the courage to stand up against the 
pressure of public opinion for their passage. 
It is claimed by those who are familiar with 
the ins and outs of New York City railroads 
that the second bill will place any party who 
buys the Broadway Road at the mercy of the 
Broadway & Seventh Avenue Road, as it will 
be impossible to get from the Battery to Central 
Park witbout using its lines. It is said that 
Secretary of the Navy William C. Whitney, the 
Philadelphia railroad syndicate, and the Stand- 
ard Oil crowd, working together, have gotten 
ahold on the Broadway & Seventh Avenue 
Road, 80 that they willsecure the Broadway 
Road when Jake Sharp is ousted. The three 
bills reached the Assembly from the Senate 
today and were referred to the Railroad Com- 
mittee.

Close of the Dorman Library Sale. 

When the hammer fell on the last of the 
4,800 volumes of the Rushton M. Dorman col- 
lection this evening the total of the four days’ 
sale was $24,200, or 30 per cent in excess of es- 
timuates made by experts before the sale. For 
limited editions, rare copies, and biack-letter 
folios, very high prices were paid, although 
ordinary standard works were frequent- 
ly sold considerably below their pur- 
chasing value. The books sold today 
were mainiy in poetry. history, and 
belies lettres. A unique copy of Howard 
Staunton’s Shakspeare brought $270, and $170 
was paid for the first foiio edition of 1623.

The schrs C. P. Minch and James E. Gilmore 
are ed to take cargoes of stone 
from Kelley's Island to Elk Rapids 
and the schr Eliza Gerlach 4 
cargo of stone from the same place to St. Joseph 
on private terms, The prop Columbia and the 
echts Frank Perew and Kingfisber are loading coal 
for upper lake ports, the last two believed to be 
for Milwaukee. The schr Conrad Reid takes coal 
from Lorain to Marine City at 30 cents, and the 
Charles Hutchinson coal from Cleveland to Buy 
City at # cents. The schr Mineral State loads 
eval tomorrow for Detroit at 25 cents. The schr 
Pathfinder is said to have contracted to carry ore 
from Ashland to Chicago at $1.30. The schr H. D. 
Root arrived here today with wheat from Toledo. 

BUFFALO, N. Y., April 8.—[Special.}]—The stmr 
D. M. Wilson and consorts Manitowoc and Jones 
have been chartered for three trips with coal from 
Buffalo to Superior at 45 cents per gross ton. This 
is the tirst coal charter made here this season. 
The rate, equal to 40 cents net, does not establish 
the opening figure to the head of Lake Superior, as 
the trips may be made at any time dur- 
ing the season, but it gives the coal 
men a strong lever to move all stock and pay all 
freigbts in gross tons. Vesselmen generally are 
opposed to this method of shipment, as they feel 
that they would get no more for gross than for net 
tons. There. is now little doubt that the shippers 
will carry their point. They intend to work to- 
gether making charters. The opening rate to Chi- 
cago will probably be 55 cents gross. There 
are now 125.000 tons on the dvcks for 
shipment, and receipts are coming in daily. The 
first wheat charter from Duluth to Buffalo was 
made this afternoon. Capt. James Millen has 
taken 110.000 bushels at 38% cents freight, the 
grain to be brought down soon after the opening 
of Lake Superior on one of his steamers and con- 
sorts. Canal freights to New York today advanced 
to six cents ou wheat, three or four loads of spot 
stuff being taken to be loaded in a day or two. The 
Canal Superintendent has instructed his subordi- 
nates to have the canal ready for navigation by 
April 20, and says that it will be opened as soon 
thereafter as business may require. 


A Magnificent Passenger Steamer. 

The revival of work at the various shipbuilding 
points on the lakes indicates that all faith in the 
future of the lake marine has not dwindled away. 
More capital has been invested in vessel property 
during the winter season than in several years, and 
the amount of new tonnage that will go into com- 
mission during the coming season of navigation 
will more than exceed the amount that has passed 
out of existence during the last two years. Among 
other new craft that are now approaching comple- 
tion is the magnificent steel steamer that the De- 
troit Dry-Dock Company is building for the Mack- 
mae and Cleveland route. She is to be called the 
City of Cleveland and she will enjoy the distinction 
of being the largest sidewheel passenger steamer 
on the lakes, measuring 282 feetin length over all 
and 270 feet on the water line. The Detroit Free 


Press gives following description of this 
magnificent craft: ‘Her beam is 40 feet 6 inches 
over the huli and 71 feet on the guards. She is 
molded 16 feet deep amidships, having a sheer of 6 
feet forward and 3 feet aft, and the forward body, 
in compliance with experience and latest improve- 
ments, has beén made 12 feet longer than the after 
body, they measuring 141 and 121 feet respectively. 
The bow leans aft a few inches from the perpen- 
dicular, the stern is round, and the counter joins 


under the fender wale in a straight line without 


knuckle. The hullof the boat is made of steel. 
Each piece before being shippe was subjected to 
a test similar to Lioyd’s test, and the average of 
the tests show the material to have a tensile 
strength of 6,000 pounds to the squareinch. The 
steamer is divided by seven watertight bulkheads 
into eight compartments, any two of which may 
de in communication with the water without 
sinking the vessel. The bulkhead plates are 
three-eighths of an inch thick by three by six 
inch angles, three in number, horizontal on one 
side, vertical on the other, and about thirty inches 
apart. The bulkhead gates, a new device, work 
without any screw gear by lifting from the main or 
promenade deck. They are simple and not liable 
to get out of order. The rudder is eight feet three 
inches long and -consists of a heavy forged iron 
frame plated on both sides and a seven-inch stock 
coupled above the main deck to a seven-inch ex- 
tension stock. The tiller is fitted with sliding 
biecks guided by wooden beams straight across the 
ship. This device has been put by the Detroit 
Dry-Dock Company on all their boats for the last 
three years, and has proved very satisfactory, 
avoiding especially the slack in the cable. There 
isatriple purchase at the tiller and a wire cable 
leads to it from the forward end ot the vessel, 
where it is worked either by steam or hand. The 
steering engine is placed onthe main deck under 

pilot-bouse, from where the valves are worked 

y a emall hand wheel. 

“The machinery consists of a beam engine with 
cylinder sixty-six inches in diameter and twelve 
feet stroke, and four round compound boilers of 
twelve feet diameter and eleven feet three inches 
in length. The engine frame is made of steel, 
duft solidly together with the vessel, and to secure 
@ perfect connection athwartship a strong bulk- 
head connects both sides of the ship forward of 
the shaft and air pump; and for the same purpose 
the frames under the shafts are belt frames with 
double frames and reverses, and with a plate fif- 
teen inches deep between them. Theshafts have 
a diameter of eighteeninches. The frame is twen- 
ty-four feet long between centres and twelve feet 
deep. The wheels are of the feathered pattern, 
having a diameter of twenty-five feet over the 
buckets. The boilers have a thickness of three- 
fourths of an inch in the shell to allow a working 
pressure of 104 pounds. The ship is nine feet 
high between decks. (outside) amidships and re- 
duced somewhat at both ends. The main deck has 
a crown of six inches and the promenade deck of 
eighieen inches. The disposition of the interior 
Space of tue boat was studied with great care.

H. 8. Stevens of Charlevoix, Mich., writes that 
the ice in the bay at that point is ten inches thick 
and solid. It extends from the shore two miles 
out in the lake In Pine Lake the ice is sixteen 
inches thick, over which loaded teams are crossing 
daily. Recent soundings over the bar at the en- 
trance to the harbor showed a depth of ten feet 
six inches. He thinks it will be at least ten days 
before vessels can get into Charlevoix. 

It is thought that the new building in which the 
barge office is located is in danger of tumbling 
down. Nearly two years ago the approach to Rush 
street bridge caved in, and the old structure that 
had served as a barge office for years was com- 
pletely wrecked. The Government removed the 
débris and put up a new building, which was 
opened for business last fail. Now it is claimed 
that the foundation is settling into the quicksand, 
and that unless something is done at once the 
structure is liable to topple over into the river. 


COST OF STREET LIGHTING. 


A Direction Wherein a Large Amount of 
Money Should Be Saved to the Taxpayers 
Each Year. 

The use of Prof. Colbert’s tables for lighting 
and extinguishing the street lamps—discarded 
by the boodle Aldermen about two years ago 
saved to the city more than $1,000,000 in the 
aggregate in the matter ot time alone; 
this being additional to the money saved 
by the employment of burners consum- 
ing four feet per hour instead of five. 
The time schedule in use previous to August, 
1873, was based on sunlight alone. It allowed 
substantially the same number of hours per 
year as does the one adopted for the West Di- 
vision of the citytwo years ago and for the 
other divisions a few months later. That time 


is 3,968 hours for the whole year, or an average 
of teu bours fifty-two minutes per day. The 
tables that were discarded allowed an average 
of a littie less than 2,400 hours per annum, the 
number varying with the amount of moon 
light. In some years there are thirteen full 
moons, and in others only twelve, there being 
seven more fuli moons than months in 
a period ot nineteen years. This 
gave an apparent average saving of 
1.570 hours per year, but the total was reduced 
to nearer 1,470 hours by the extra lighting 
which the Gas Inspector was empowered to 
order when in his judgment the benefit of the 
moonlight would be destroyed by bad weather. 
After making this allowance we bave a saving 
of 7,350 cubic feet of gas per year toeach lamp, 
with a consumption of flve teet per hour. This 
amounts to just about $145,000 for one year, 
with the present number of lamps and the cur- 
rent cost of gas per 1,000 feet: The number 
of lamps is very much greater than twelve and 
a balf years ago, but this fact is partially off- 
set by the fact that the price of gas is very 
mueh less. The yearly aggregates, roughly 
estimated on this basis, show a total saving of 
a little more than $1,000,000, as above stated. 

The compiler of the tables which effected this 
enormous saving to the taxpayers ot Chicago 
is of the opinion that it would be advisable to 
allow alittle more than 2,400 bours to the av- 
erage lamp for the future, but that the 4,000 
hours is altogether unnecessary. in 1874 the 
price of gas was fully twice as great as it is 
now, and the intense pressure of bard times 
tollowing closely on the enormous losses by 
the great fire rendered it advisable to pare 
down expenses to the quick. With the dawn- 
ing of better times he intimated that a little 
more latitude was advisable; but the city au- 
thorities ignored the suggestion, and so the 
same plan was used for each year till set 
aside by the Council in 1834. A_ few 
more hours might be allowed all 
over the city with advantage, and a 
good many in that comparatively small sec- 
tion of the city where high buildings render 
the moon’s light of little value when she is less 
than half way up from the horizon towards 
the zenith. Over a large part ot the city— 
probably not far from three-fourths of the 
whole area that is studded by gas-lamps—there 
are no buildings high enough to seriously im- 
pede the course of the lunar rays; and during 
more than a bundred hours in the month the 
moon sbeds more light out of doors than was 
ever given by. a gas-lamp at a distance of 
thirty-five feet. The burning of gas during 
those hours is simply a useless waste ot good 
material and of fully $100,000 per year Which 
ought to rest in the pockets of the taxpayers 
or be applied to other purposes. 


FIGHTING FOR WAUKEGAN. 


Gen. Fitz-Simons Vigorously Protesting 
Against the Location of the State Militia 
Encampment at Springfield. 

Gen. Charles Fitz-Simons yesterday forwarded 
to Gov. Oglesby a letter in relation to the mat- 
ter of locating a permanent State camp. It 
urges the Governor to order the First Brigade 
to a camp at Waukegan or other suitable place 
north of Chicago. The General's letter 
is seconded by the report of Brigade 
Surgeon Dr. Streeter, whose opinion is valuable. 
The cost cf transporting the First Brigade to 
Springfield would be much greater than the 
cost of transportation to Waukegan, The 
distance the Galena company would have to 
travel to Waukegan would be 210 miles, or a 
mileage of 10,500 for the company of fifty men, 
while to Springfield the distance would be 254 
miles, or a total mileage for the company of 
12. 700 miles. Capt. Potter has carefully esti- 
mated the distance and cost of transporting 
the troops from their respective headquarters 
—Freeport, Rockfora. Woodstock, Elgin, 
Rochelle, Sublette. Aurora, Joliet, Ovtawa, La 
Salle, Streator, Winona, Bloomington, ana Chi- 
cago—showing that to put the First Brigade of 
2,015 men into camp at Springfield and return 
would cost $9.201.60, aud to put the same into 
camp at Waukegan will cost $2,609.42. 

There are 1,510 men in the Second Brigade 
and tho cost of transporting them to Waukegan 
and return would be $7,094.80, and Springfield 
$3,312.40. The saving on the transportation 
of the two brigades would be just $2,809.80, or 
over $14,000 for the five years. 

Dr. Streeter’s letter points out the great ad- 
vantages of Waukegan from asanitary point 
of view. 


INDIANA’S TELEPHONE WAR. 


It Is Hard to Tell What the Result at In- 
dianapolis Will Be—Local Organizations 
Talked Of, . 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., April 8.—|Special. |— 
The action of the Council last night in repeal- 
ing the franchise of the Central Union Tele- 
phone Company was not unexpected in view 
of the rejection by the conipany of the propo- 
sition of the patrons’ syndicate to operate the 
exchange under a lease. The ordinance 
is not. operative until ratified by the 
Aldermen, who meet next week. In the 
meantime the removal of teiephones con- 
tinues. The company talks about establishing 
public stations for the accommodation of 
those Owhose instruments have been taken 
out, but they will bardly be necessary after 
the ordinance is passed. A joint meeting of 
the Aldermen and Councilmen will be heid Sat- 
urday afternoon to examine the various de- 
vices offered by the inventors, and decide upon 
the one which offers the best promises of 
supplying and vacancy left by the Central 
Union. In several cities of the State steps are 
being taken to supply the lack ot facilities by 
che organization of local companies to manage 
the business. 


NEW PLAN TO DEFEAT STRIKERS. 
Boston, Mass., April 6.—Co-operation as a 
means to fight labor unions is a new idea, but 
it is that which has been bit upon by the mer- 
chant tailors in Boston in order to defeat the 
strike that the journeyman’s organization has 
inaugurated. Last night seventy members of 
the Merchant Tailors’ Exchange met at the 
Parker House and voted to open a co-operative 
shop large enough to hold 400 hands. A com- 
mittee was appointed, with full power to act, 
to secure a suitable location and look after the 
details, such as hiring of help, etc. They were 
also given the power to make a schedule of 
prices which shall govern the institution. In 
the meantime, as a temporary shop 
to be worked „ on the co-opera- 
tive principle, where those merchants tail- 
ors who are being sorely pressed by the strik- 
ing journeyman can obtain immediate relief,

The Jennie Jones Inquest. 

The inquest upon the body of Jennie Woods, 
or Jones.“ or Mrs. Reed, was held yesterday 
morning at the Desplaines Street Station. Up- 
on the tabie at which the Deputy Coroner sat 
was a pipe, opium lamp, and other parapbena- 
lia used in opium joints. At the south side of

Dr. Robert C. Gibson of No. 446 Dear- 
born street, was called to Sam Lee's place 
Monday morning about 2:30 o’clock and saw 
Jennie therein a comatose condition, the ef- 
fect of having indulged too much in opium- 
smoking. He restored her to consciousgess 
and gave her emetics. The verdict of the 
jury was to the effect that the deceased came 
to her death from the effects of the excessive 
use of opium; that the practice of opium- 
smoking was altogether too prevalent in Cnica- 
go, and recommending that extreme measures 
be tuken for the suppression of the vice and 
the closing of ali places where it was practiced.

The affection that lurks in the bosom of every 

man, woman, and child who has danced or list- 

ened to the strains of melody furnished at the 
instigation of Mr. Johnny Hand for Johnny 
himself$ is to be put to the test. Readers of 

THE TRIBUNE will remember the publication of 

an article some weeks ago unraveling the in- 

tricacies of aj distressing feud that had arisen 
between Johnny and some of his fellow-pro- 
ducers of melody. The principal cause of the 
feud, as was then stated, was the stand taken 
by Johnny with regard to the remuneration of 
of bis employés. According to a custom, the 
precise age of which it is nct easy now to 


determine, Johnny had been in the habit of 
figurmg this remuneration on a basis of the 
individual talent of the recipient, and until 
quite recently bis caiculations and payments 
proved eminently satisfactory to everybody 
concerned, and all was as lovely as Johnny's 
temperament itself. But when the formation 
of the body now known as the Chicago Musical 
Union was accomplished Jonnny's troubles 
began. When it was demanded of him that he 
employ no musician whose name did not ap- 
pear on the enrollment list of this organization 
he scoffed, and when he was under direst pen- 
alties bidden pay the cymbal-whacker and the 
triangie-tinkler as exorbitant a stipend as that 
drawn by the first violin be bade the Musical 
Union adieu. The flat of excommunication 
was thereupon pronounced against Johnny, 
who has since been cooducting operations on 
an independent basis, employing only such 
musicians as were not yet strung up to a 
Musical Union pitch. 

Yesterday the two opposing parties collided 
with a claeh, the eddying discords of which set 
the teeth of every one known to Chicago's pro- 
fessional musical circles hopelesly on edge. 
Sea & Co., it will have been seen by their ad- 
vertisements, have been making extensive 
preparations for a more than usually magoifi- 
cent spring openmg. Among the attrac- 
tions announced was that of a band of music, 
the strains of which were to tickle the ears of 
the purchasers, as well as those of the women 
who extract such infinit delight from attend- 
ing suck displays and never by any possibility 
purchasing anything. True to those instincts 
which for so many years bave moved Chicago- 
ans in a similar direction, Mr. Sea engaged 
Hand and invited Jobnny to call upon him yes- 
terday with a view to making final arrange- 
ments for the festive occasion. In all hig cus- 
tomary glow of smiling urbanity Johnny 
responded to the summons. He reached Mr. 
Sea’s stronghold yesterday morning. when the 
following conversation, or something like it, 
occurred: 

**Good morning, Mr. Sea.“

“Ab, yes, Mr. Hand, I am very sorry, but I 
fear I shall be obliged to disappoint you.

They were, in fact, that Mr. Nevans had vrevi- 
ously visited Mr. Sea and threatened him also 
with all the rigors of excommunication—in 
short, with a plain, matter-of-fact, every-day 
boycott—if he did not instantly relinquish the 
idea of engaging Mr. Hand and employ in his 
stead a band of musicians composed of mem- 
bers of the union. Io this Mr. Sea, with very 
natural reluctance, agreed, being unwilling to 
Penter into antagonism with the Knights of 
Labor, with which body the Chicago Musical 
Union has identified itself. 

Meanwhile, Johnny wonders. And Chicago 
people who have known him, and what is more, 
known to love him, end have been wont in 
vanisbing years to gain inspiration from his 
honest face, in its wreath of genial smilies, for 
the dreamy waliz and bouncing racquet, won- 
der too. 

Maj. Billy’ Nevans was asked what the 
trouble was. He replied: ‘Well, it began at 
the charity ball, when Hand oftered bis own 
services free, but said he would have to have 
$6 apiece tor his men. Now, instead of paying 
bis musicians tre $6 due them he only gave 
them $4 and in some cases $2 each As a 
member of the union Hana was fined for con- 
duct uabecoming a gentieman, and instead of 
paying it ne left in disgrace. At the last meet- 
ing of the union it was decided to make 
him come to time and pay bis men 
their dues, or interfere with his business 
wherever we could. I was appointed to notify 
Mr. Sea ef Sea & Co., whom we heard intended 
to engage Hand to furnish the music at the 
opening of his new store on West Madison 
street next Saturday, that if heemployed Hand 
on that occasion, we, as a body of the Knights 
of Labor, would order a boycott on his 
goods. Mr. Sea acted very gentiemanly about 
the matter aud said he could not afford to be 
boycotted by the working classes, and racher 
than have any trouble be would engage some-

THE LAK‘ -FRONT,. 


An Opinion by District-Attorney Tuthill as 
to the Legal Status of This Property, Pre- 
pared by Order of Secretary Manning. 

In response to a communication from Secre- 


has prepared an opinion upon the legal status 
of the property along the lake shore between 
the Chicago River and Twelfth street upon 
which the lilinois Central Railroad Company has 
fixed its grip. This strip of land consists of 
four divisions. each with a peculhar legal 
status. Of two of these—viz.: from Randolph 
street northward to the river, and from Park 
row southward to Twelfth street—the railroad 
company is admitted to be the owner, and as 
such possessed of riparian rights empowering 
it to construct piers and docks not inconsistent 
with the convenience of navigation. 

Mr. Tuthill is of opinion that, as decided by 
Judges Drummond and Blodgett, the fee of aii 
the land east of Michigan avenue to the shore 
is vested in the United States, which alone is 
entitled to construct docks and piers along the 
shore. This right is incident to the ownership 
of the shore and not of the submerged lands 
beyond. 

The most serious difficulty is with respect to 
the land between Madison street and Park row, 
generally known as the Lake-Front. The title 
to this, as well as to the land between Randolph 
and Madison streets, can be finally determined 
Only by the result of the suit now pending in 
the United States Circuit Court instituted by 
the State of Illinois. if it be decided that the

He further in- 
clines to the view that the act of 1869, 
if itcan be construed to inciude a grant of 
riparian rights, was in that respect void, since 
the United States only granted the land to the 
State to sell and dispose of for tne purpose of 
the canal. This would not empower the State 
to make a gift of them. 

The result of Mr. Tutbill’s opinion is clearly 
adverse to the railroad. He makes certain rec- 
ommendations, and advises that the United 
States, which is a defendant in the suit now 
pending, should enter its appearance and vig- 
orougly assert its rights. In order to render 
the much-needed harbor avilable for the use 
of commerce be thinks the city migut well be 
allowed to construct piers in accordance with 
the Government’s plans of the barbor, or the 
United States covid itselt undertake that task. 


FIRED A STONE. 


The Services of an Enterprising “ Lineman” 
Who Strung a “Snide” “ Ticker” Wire to 
a “Bucket-Shop” Dispensed With With- 
out His Being Given a Chance to Resign— 
Has a Court Been Contemptuously 
Treated ? 

At five minutes past 12 yesterday all the city 
tickers furnishea by the Commercial & Finan- 
cial News Company suddenly and unaccount- 
ably ceased to give forth the market quota- 
tions of the Board of Trade. About a quarter 
of anbour later tne operating-room of the 
company at the corner of La Salle and Wash- 
ington streets cailed up the business office in 
the Board of Trade Building and asked if trade 
was dull, as no quotations had been 
received for fifteen minutes. Appeals to 
officials on the floor proved fruit- 
less, as far as obtaining explanations went. 
The company bad the wire examined to see if 
there was any break, but tne connection was 
found to be all right, and at length the disa- 


greeable truth began to dawn on them that 
the Board of Trade nad stopped the quotations 
at its own end of the wire. Robert Lindbiom 
and Van Pelt demanded an explanation, and 
were tuid that the wire was being tapped by a 
loop that communicated with **Gus"*Miohl’s 
bucket-shop, at Rooms 32 and 33, Open ard. 
and that the quotations were being supplied by 
that adroit ex-telegraph- operator to all the 
other bucket-shops. Lindblom, the President 
of the ticker company, having discovered the 
alleged loop run through the Baltimore & 
Ohio’s conduit to the Open Board, 
at once sought out Superintendent Clark 
of the Baltimore & Ohio and demanded why 
the Baltimore & Onio was stealing his com- 
pany’s news. Mr. Clark assured him that the 
said wire had not been placed in the conduit 
with the authority of the Baltimore & Ohio, 
and that when its presence was detected by 
their linemen about ten days ago it was im- 
mediately cut. 


MANUAL-TRAINING SCHOOLS, 


The Exhibit Made by That of Chicago at 
the Recent Show in Cosmopolitan Hall, 
New York City. 

The Industrial Education Association of New 
York City has issued a catalog of eighty-eight 
pages describing the articles made by children 
and youth exhibited at Cosmopolitan Hall, 
New York, from March 31 to April 6, 1886. The 
catalog comprises the exhibits of sixty-six 
schools, of various grades, from the College of 
the City of New York to schools containing 
children 5 years of age. Prominent among the 
exhibits was that of the Chicago Manua)l-Train- 
ing School, which sent between 100 and 200 
specimens of pupils’ work in carpentery, join- 


ery, turning, patternmaking, molding, casting, 
forging, chipping, filing, steam-fitting, screw- 
cutting, etc. This exhibit attracted consider- 
ablo attention, and is regarded of such great 
educational value that an effort is being made 
to retain itin New York. The following letter 
is from Mr. William E. Dodge Jr. to Mr. E. W. 
Blatchford, President of the Board of Trustees 
of the Chicago Manual-Training School: 

No. 262 MADISON AVENUE, NEW YORK, April 4. 
—Dear Sir: At the earnest request of the man- 
agers of the admirable industriai exhibition now 
in progress, I ventured to telegraph you yesterday 
asking if it were possible to retain for a time the 
very valuable exhibit of the Chicago Manual- 
Training School. 

Our school authorities here are sadly behind the 
rest of the country in this matter of industrial 
training and need educating. The Boards and 
Superintendents of public schools in New York, 
and through the State, are waking up to this prac- 
tical need, and it is very necessary to keep before 
them some evidence that the work is not utopian, 
but a simple, practical possibility. The work from 
your school proves that the day of experiment has 
passed, and much good may be done if the exhibit 
can be retained as part of the work to be held 
together as a means of pressure and instruction. 

We want to make mechanical work of the eye, 
hand, and head a part of all school instruction, 
especially in the public schools. The association 
is a strong and vigorous one and your expert help 
will be greatly appreciated. 

The Industrial Education Association was 
organized two years ago by some of the 
best blood and brains of New York City. Its 
object is to promote the cause of manual and 
industrial training by disseminating informa- 
tion and by training teachers and organizing 
classes. The classes taught during the last 
winter under the auspices of the association 
have included a total of 1,904 pupils. Iuforma- 
tion concerning the plans and work of the as- 
sociation and catalogs of the exbibit may be 
obtained by addressing the Secretary, Miss 
Jane P. Cattell, No. 21 University place, New 
York.

An Attachment Suit Begun Against Its Pub- 
lisher for $7,700 by the Managing Editor 
-The Future of the Paper. 

An attachment suit for $7,700 was com- 
menced at a late hour yesterday afternoon in 
the Circuit Court by C. R. Dennett, managing 
editor of the Chicago Sun, against W. D. St. 
Clair, publisher of the paper. The property 
sought to be attached consisted uf the presses, 
printing material, and furniture of the office. 
Aftera bond for $15,000 had been signed by 
Mr. nnett and A. S. Trude, his attorney, the 
writ was placed in the hands of Deputy-Sheriff 
Liebrandt, and before it was executed the 
three latter gentiemen went to Mr. Trude’s 
office for the purpose of meeting Mr. St. Ciair 
to arrange the difficulty, and after about one 
hour's consultation this was finally effected. 
Mr. St. Clair said, in explanation of the mat- 
ter: ** March 9 I renewed my advertising con- 
tract with the Times of this city for the space 
of six years on condition mat I should do no 
canvassing for any other morning paper in 
Chicago. It was arranged, however, that 
within thirty days I should dispose of my en- 
tire interest in the Sun, owning, at that time 
1,805 shares out of a total of 2,000 shares. This 
time expires tomorrow (Friday), and had I not 
disposea of my interest in the paper 
by that time my contract with the Times would 
have been vitiated. I have had several offers 
for my interest, none of which came up to 
what I considered a suflicient figure, and con- 
sequently I decided to give up my stock today, 
and if the paper is published in future it will 
not be under my management at all. When 
Mr. Dennett left the position of managing 
editor of the Times at a yesrly salary of $5,200 
to accept a similar position on the Sun at the 
same salary be was guaranteed one year’s 
salary. Now, for the purpose of securing him.

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NEW MEXICAN LAND GRABBERS. | 


How the Grazing Grounds of New Mexico 
Are Stolen Capitalists. 

Santa Fe, N. M., April 3.—|New York 
Herald.|—** My dear sir,“ said a well-informed 
citizen of Santa Féto your correspondent, **if 
the Government wishes to put nearly every 
lanqholder in the penitentiary it has only to 
persist in these trials for violations of the land 
lawa—that is, assuming that the Land-Oftice 
could secure convictions. You gee the difficul- 
ty in even finding indictments, as illustrated in 
the Baca cases. What a greater undertaking 
would it be to convict before a petit jury in 
event of an indictment ho ving been found?“ 
The statement is not a greatly exaggerated 
one, especially as regards the almost absolute- 
ly certain impossibility of in iucing twelve men 
sitting on cases of land-grabbing to agree to 
pronounce the accused guilty. 

New Mexico comprises a vast region, with a 
breadth of 335 miles and an average width of 
370 miles, comprising an area ot 121,201 square 
miles. The majority of the population only 
numbers about 136,000, or a little more than 


one inbabitant toeach square mile. Village 
settlements are general, Owing to the past ne- 
cessity for mutual! defense against the Indians. 
The rearing of stock—sheep and cattle—is the 
principal occupation of the people. The water 
facilities for supplying the numerous herds 
are peculiar. Except along the banks of 
streams, and in the case of occasional springs 
flowing up from the crevices in the rocks, the 
land is dry. Whule it grows considerable herb- 
age, sufficient to maintain large herds, there is 
urgent necessity fora water suppiy to meet 
the wants of the beeves apd sheep. The aim 
of the land-grabbers—almost always cattie- 
men—bas been to absorb as much as possible 
of the Government lands situated around the 
watercourses and springs. The remaining ma- 
jority of acres—in proportion to fifteen or 
twenty to one—thus become worthless to any 
body else because there is no water. The cat- 
tlemen, thus controlling occasional! or continu- 
ous 160-acre tracts along the banks of streams, 
obtaining possession by virtue of the United 
States Homestead or Preémption laws, are 
masters of the whole country. It is in the get- 
ting possession of land by entry not made in 
accordance with the laws that the great mass 
of traud which everywhere permeates the Ter- 
ritory bas arisen. 

A stockman, for instance, wishes to main- 
tain 1. 000 bead of cattle. He can only person- 
ally preémpt or take up under the Homestead 
act 160 acres of Government land, a tract en- 
tirely too small to be of practical use. So, to 
get around the wise provisions of the United 
States land laws, the stockman proceeds to 
secure the desired territury by artifice. He 
employs a number of berders—generally Mexi- 
cans—to take charge of his straggling kine. 
The lower class Mexicans are generally ready 
to serve their employer without scrupulosity, 
and when it comes to swearing in attestation 
of a bomestead entry the son of the land of the 
Montezumas evinces about as much signs 
of a conscience asa Digger Indian. Often- 
times the stockmen will merely give some ob- 
scure Mexican a paper to sign by his mark and 
to make oath regarding its correctness, con- 
cerning the contents of which the signer and 
swearer is entirely ignorant. As soon as the 
necessary formalities of the Land-Office . are 
gone through with the stockman takes possee- 
sion, and in this manner obtains immense 
tracts over which bis herds roam in defiance of 
the spirit as well as the exp ess provisions of 
the laws reyulating the disposition of the pub- 
lic domain. One hundred thousand acres of 
pasturage may be controlled by obtaining pos- 
session of 1,000 watered acres by fraudulent 
taking-up of Government land. 

In tbe case of these stock-range entries there 
is generally nothing in the way of improve- 
ment save a possible dugout or a rude 
stone or wooden sbelter for the herdsman to 
protect bim from the winds. In a large pro- 
portion of instances a careful inspection of the 
land will not reveal even the vestiges of a fire. 
No attempt bas been made at cultivation, and 
the land remains just as it has existed since the 
creation of the\worid save with such modifica- 
tions as the tramping and the nibbling of nu- 
merous sheep and steers may produce. In 
this manner nearly all the watercourses bave 
been bordered by the tools of stock-raisers. 
With the lands along the banks of a river con- 
trolled by such means the country for miles 
back is despotically governed. As no settler 
cares to enter upon the back lands they re- 
main unoccupied and in this manner millions 
of acres of public lands are left vacant. At 
the present time the evil 1 not such a crying 
one as the future will produce, but with the 
progress of time and the expansion of popula- 
tion the Westeru-bound army of home-seekers 
will be confronted by the rude and lawless bands 


‘of berdsmen, and with tue nere command, 


Keep off these lands—they belong to our 
masters! The lands situated in che reur of 
those fringing the watercourses being unset- 
tied, the stockman is enabled to range his cat- 
tle over them, and be can thus utilize al! such 
Government territory by the preémption of 
the adjacent watered tracts. 

The present laws defeat their own intention, 
and this dry and hilly region will never be set- 
tled up so long as the stock monopolists con- 
trol affairs as at present. The result is that 
the ancient semi-feudal Spauish land system is 
already in full operation, and the poor man or 
weak settler who is indisposed to maintain his 
rights at the point of a Winchester rifle quick- 
ly is crushed to the wall. Some of the largest 
and finest ranches in New Mexico were ac- 
quired by the union of numerous fraudulently 
acquired bomesteads. Notably among them is 
the great estate of Star Router S8. W. Dorsey. 
A portion of bis fine property in northern New 
Mexico was fraudulently homesteaded, and it 
that of which your correspondent has been in- 
formed is correct a rod of retribution is al- 
ready cut and in the course of preparation to 
meet this especial case. Dorsey occupies a 
strong position in the Territory. He bas allied 
bimselt᷑ to the stockmen and his natural powers 
of leadersbip have placed him high in their 
good will. He is a candidate for the United 
States Senate when the Territory of New 
Mexico is aamitted as a State. 


ZEBULON B. VANCE, 


The Man Who “ Went with His State” Out 
of the Union and Is Now One of Its Sen- 
ators. 

Zebulon B. Vance of North Carolina, whom 
the Legislature of that State redlected to the 
United States Senate in January, 1885, was 
Governor of the Old North State during the 
Civil War. He was one of the few men who 
believed not in withdrawing from the Union, 
but in advocating the cause in Congress and 
before the people. When, however, the War 
broke out he went with his State. He raised a 
regiment in North Carolina and became its 
Colonel, 


[He was born May 13. 1930, in Buncombe County, 
North Carolina, and received a thorough classical 
education, studying at Washington College, Ten- 
nessee, and the University of North Carolina. He 
studied law. and was admitted to practice in 1553. 
He was made Attorney of Buncombe County dur- 
ing the latter year. In 1854 he was sent to the 
State Legislature from his native county. At this 
time he was but 24 years of age. Upon the election 
of Thomas L. Clingman, then representing North 
Carolina in the Lower House of Congress, to the 
Senate, Vance was chosen to serve out the unex- 
pired term. He was chosen as 3 State-Kights 
American, and served again in the Thirty-sixth 
Congress. He was chosen Governor of North 
Carolina in 1862 and 1864. In 1868 he attended as 4 
delegate the Democratic National Convention which 
nominated Horatio Seymour for the Presidency, 
In 1870 he was sent to the United States Senate 
from North Carolina, but was refused admission 
to that body. In 1872 he resigned, and in 1876 was 
chosen Governor of bis State for the third time. 
In 1879 he was given a seat in the Senate Chamber, 
and was retiected without opposition. } 1

RATIONAL DRESS DISCUSSED BY LEAD- 
ING WOMEN IN LONDON.

The 17-Inch Waist of the Fashionable 
Woman Contrasted with the 26-Inch 
Proportions of the Little Medicean Venus 
—Physical Evils Which Result from the 
Modern Style of Female Dress. 

According to a London paper a special 
meeting of the members of the Rational Dress 

Society bas just been held at the Westminster 

Town-Hall to bear a lecture on Dress Re- 

form dy a member ot the committee, whose 

name was withheid by special request. The 
chair was taken by Viscountess Harberton, 
and there was a large attendance. Among 
those on the platform were Mrs. Oscar Wilde, 
Mrs. Pfeiffer, Mrs. T. Taylor, Miss B. Taylor, 
and Miss Holland. The lecturer, in the course 
of ber remarks, spoke of the efforts which had 
been made by women in past years to sbow 
the absurdity of such things as chignons, 
bustles, low dresses, and such feminine follies. 
Yet, after all that they had done, and the ob- 


* stacles they had overcome, they bad to lament 


the absence of any guarantee that the 
same obnoxious fashions would not be repro- 
duced, Still, there was the consolation that 


the more unhealthy and hideous fashion be- 


came the more bope was there of a complete 
revolution. Let them look at the picture of a 


fasbionable woman of the p esent day. Her 
waist, which was down somewhere among ber 
digestive organs, measured seventeen, or at 
the most eighteen, inches round, whereas the 
little Medicean Venus measured twenty-six 
inches. As the tall, slim woman bent over a 
book or a photograph one almost expected to 
see her snap en two. But she did not. Sbo 
did not even utter a moan, although her 
nose grew red owing to the pressure of her 
stays. What cared she, however, since she 
knew she was in the fashion? A painter 
might make her one of the figures in a new 
Dance of Death,.“ but of picturesqueness 
there was not atrace about ber, The reason 
why woman's dress was distorted was, that the 
body of a woman’s dress was not takenuzas the 
uatura! guide or model of what woman’s dress 
should be. The lecturer dwelt at some length 
upon the physical evils which resulted from 
the modern style of female dress, and pointed 
out particularly how they were injured owing 
to their inability. when clothed in such dress, 
to take anything like physical exercise. The 
subject affected all ciasses alike. For exam- 
ple, as they might know, women were debarred 
from earning their living in certain factories 
only because petticoats made their proximity 
to machinery dangerous. The dress 
the society advocated was a divided 
skirt, ana a bodice, with ruffles at the 
wrists and throat, and this made a complete 
and rational costume. The whole set of cloth- 
ing was composed of a woolen combination 
reaching from throat to ankles, and she assert- 
ed that this dress was better, On the grounds 
of economy, propriety, aud beauty, than that 
iu vogue at present. i 

Lady Harberton. commenting upon the lect- 
ure, said that the Rational Dress Society was 
making distinct progress in public opinion, 
and she felt not a shadow of doubt that sooner 
or later their views would be carried out. It 
was really time that woihen emancipated them- 
selves from the habit of deforming their un- 
fortunate bodies at the bidding of ignorant 
persons, whose expression of opinion on any 
other subject they would regard with contempt. 

Mrs. Oscar Wilde moved, ** That some reform 
is much needed in women's dress, in order to 
make it more convenient and at the same time 
more gracetful.“ 

The motion was seconded by Mrs. Fenwick 
Miller, who said she believed that the so- 
ciety bad done a great deal more than they 
themselves realized in inducing women to wear 
rational clothing under their skirts. One of 
the allegations made against the divided sxirt 
was that it was indecent, but upon that she 
would only remark that a few days ago there 
were presented to the sovereign §200 ladies 
who, as far as decency was concerned, were 
far more indecently dressed than the most out- 
rageous dress-reformer ever bad been.

Matrimonial Agencies in France. 

A writer in the Temps furnishes some inter- 
esting. information concerning matrimonial 
agencies in France. The first of these hyme- 
neal institutions was established shortly after 
the Revolution of 93, Today there are over 
100 in Paris alone. Some are public, others 
private; the latter are the more open to sus- 
picion, though the former are occasionally 
caught making dupes, and one agent, who had 
large offices near the boulevards, bas just been 
condemned to two years’ imprisonment for 
swindiing bis clients. The writer visited sey- 
eral of the leading agencies. Hesays that dur- 
ing the last eight months one of them bas suc- 
cecded in making no fewer than 202 
marriages. The majority of them are kept 
by women, who appear to make a good living. 
The male clients are composed chiefly of 
rensioned soldiers, dismissed functionaries, 
and humble employés; while the female appli- 
cants may be classed as eiderly maids, wearied 
courtesans, or enriched cooks. The éxtraor- 
dinary number of ex-functionaries in search of 
wives is attributed to the constant change of 
Governments. These unfortunate bacbeliors, 
finding themselves suddenly thrown out of of- 
fice, and forced to maintain a certain rank in 
society, resort to the matrimonial agent as a 
kind of savior. Many belong to good but 
impoverished families. Of course adventur- 
ers of both sexes are pumerous among the 
candidates for matrimony; but that many 
bona fide matcbes are made by these agencies 
appears to be beyond doubt. Whewer the 
couples so united by advertisement live long 
and happy lives forever after is ajquestion diffi- 
cult to decide. 


Who Pays for a Bridemaid’s Costume? 

At Westminster County Court an action was 
brought by Mme. Durand, court milliner of the 
West End, to recover the sum of £11 108 6d, 
the cost of a cream-colored satin costume, with 
veil to match, worn by the defendant, Mrs. 
James, prior to ber marriage, as one of the 
bridemaids at the wedding of Sir Henry 
Drummond Wolff, Envoy Extraordinary in 
Egypt. Plaintiff denied that the order for the 
costume was given by Mrs. Cavendish-Bentinck 
(mother of the defendant) or that she had 
agreed with that lady to make the dress for £8. 
She admitted. however, that she bad sent in a bill 
for the amount ciaimed to Mrs. Cavendish-Ben- 
tinck, and bad also applied to her for payment. 
For the defense it was stated that the plaintiff 
bad sued the wrong party, as Mrs. Cavendish- 
Bentinck had given the order for her daughter's 
costume—the price agreed upon being C- and 
that it was thoroughly understood that she 
(Mrs. Cavendish-Bentinck) was to pay for the 
same. The umount would have been paid long 
ago had not the piaintit! made an overcharge 
to the extent of £3 10s 6d. Mrs. Cavendish- 
Bentinck bad tendered £5, agd also a sum of 
£1 los tor wedding gloves and alterations to 
dress, which the plaintiff bad refused to ac- 
cept. His Honor said it was quite clear that 
the action bad been brought against the wrong 
party, and that necessarily there must be a 
verdiet for the defendant witu costs.

A breach of promise of marriage case, 
Beachem vs. Gill, came before Mr. Under- 
Sberiff Burchell and a common jury in the 
Middlesex Sheriffs’ Court, it baving been re- 
mitted from the Queen’s Bench Division in 
order that damages might be assessed, the de- 
fendant having allowed judgment to go by de- 
fault.

A Free-Lunch Paradise. * 

“Free breakfasts.“ writes @ correspondent, 
“are given to the pupils of the national schools 
in France in many places, at a minimum of 
trouble and expense. I was staying last au- 
tumn with ch friends in the Jura and saw 
how the thing is managed. The town bears 
the cost and the teachers wait upon the chil- 
dren. At 12 o'clock excellent hot soup is 


served out, with bread to those who have not 
brought any. I must bere explain that, 
with a liberality oniy found in France, for tne 
convenience of children living at a distance, 
this gratuitous soup is provided alike for rich 
and poor. I must further explain that in these 
ecoles communales of Champanole, both primary 
and secondary, we find children of all ranks of 
society, those of the poorest and those of the 
richest of the community, who sit down to the 
same truly fraternal meal side by side. In bad 
weather itis a great accommodatica for weil- 
to-do parents to be able to leave: their children 
at school ail day, and teacbers and monitors 
are quite willing to supervise them. The or- 
ganization of free breakfasts and similar 
undertakings in France costs much legs in 
France than in England, and for various rea- 
sons—first, French teachers are much less 
exigent and more willing to help out of school 
hours than English ones; secondly, the thing 
being managed by the town for the benefit of 
the town, nobody seeks to make any profit; 
thirdly, French people know bow to make ap- 
petizing, nutritious soup at a very small cost 
and English people do not know; and fourthiy, 
thanks to the prosperity of the rural popula- 
tion of France and the exemplary thrift of the 
French people as a nation, the number of appli- 
cants for free breakfasts is not large.“ 


Can One Be Divorced After Death? 

Can a man bedivorced after he’s dead? He 
would be a rash man who sbould answer that 
without long cogitation of its bearing in ab- 
stract equity and upon his own case in partic- 
ular. Most people would think that a dead 
man is divorced about as thoroughiy as the 
process could possibly be performed—the Ger- 
man student song says 60, at least—but ap- 
parently even that seemingly evident fact is 
questionable by the law, for it occupied 4 good 
deai of the valuable time of the Court of Ap- 
peal yesterday, in Stanhope vs. Stanhope ana 
Adye. The busband in question had died 
within two months of the decree nisi of divorce 
— that is, before it could be made absolute, and 
a large sum of money depended upon whether 
the lady he left behind him was widow or not. 
Lord Justice Bowen's comparison ot divorce 
with marriage, either of them equally im- 
possibie after death, settled the question as 
law, and settles it also as regards common 
sense. There is no drinking after death.“ 
and neither is there marrying or unmarrymg. 


AN OUTSIDER’S VIEW, 


The Rev. Dr. Newman Smyth of New Ha- 
ven, Conn., to the Knights of Labor. 
NEW Haven, Conn., April 4.—The first meet- 
ing of the newly-organized Labor Lyceum in 
this city was today attended by hundreds of 
Kuiguts of Labor and workingmen. The Rev. 
Dr. Newman Smyth, pastor of the (Centre 
Church, spoke on Trades Unions as Viewed 
by an Outsider.“ Among other things he said: 
**The last census of this country shows a 
working population of 17,000,000. Of these 
7,670,493 are farmers and 4,073,288 render per- 
sonal and professional services. Agricultural 
people never join labor organizations unless 
intime of some widespread Granger move- 
ment, and professional men very rarely; 
hence some 11,700,000 working people 
may be considered non-members of trades 
unions; and, in speaking of trades unions as 
an outsider views them, I speak as one of the 
Vast majority of working people. We cannot 
grant to capitalists the right to organize and 
deny to labora similar privilege. The labor- 
ing classes have an undoubted right to organ- 
ize for mutual assistance and any other lawtul 
end. The great question of the laboring 
class today should be, ‘How can we best at- 
tain our ends by peaceable and justifiable 
means?’ They should understand in the be- 
ginning that no class in soeiety can better its 
condition by injuring other classes of the so- 
ciety of which it is but anelement. The labor 
organizations of today employ two methods, 
the boycott and the strike. [I look on the boy- 
cott as a two-edged weapon of warfare, which 
Was most powerful when it was first used, but 
is growing dulled with use. A and B havea 
perfect right to agree not to buy of C, whose 
business they consider inimical to the public 
interests, but when they go to D and order 
him not to trade with C on penalty of himselt 
being injured, they carry the thing altogether 
too far. Public sentiment will brook dictation 
from no one ciass, and this country will en- 
dure no Cwesars, whether they spring from the 
workshops of those who destroy our industries 
or from the laboring classes. Many of us bave 
fought for our country’s liberty in the last 
war, and will do so again against any Cwsar 
who shall attempt to infringe on our personal 
liberty again. Though ail workingmen have a 
moral right to leave their employer if dissatis- 


fied with the r wages or condition, it 18 ques- . 


tionable if they have a judicial right in certain 
circumstances, For instance, when the mar- 
ket is talling and capital is timorous, strikes 
cause untold misery to the public interests, 
both great and small. 

Arbitration is the new and most promising 
method of settling difficulties betwen labor 
and capital. Although no legal tribunals 
now exist before which such matters 
may be referred, it is a possibility of the near 
future that courts may be created which will 
settle disagreements between employer and em- 
ployé when arbitration is unjustly refused. 
Mr. Powderly is the first to admit that strikes 
cause enormous loss to all concerned, and his 
opinion is shared by all fair-minded people. 
The Knights of Labor have a terrible power 
just at present. The great problem is, How 
shall they use it? If they attempt to make a 
tyrannical abuse of their power the public 
WII soon rise up and overwhelm the organiza- 
tion. All Knights of Labor will do well to 
carefully choose between shrewd and practical 
leaders like Mr. Powderly, who study the effect 
of each move on the future success of the or- 
ganization, and those who rashly rush for this 
or that measure inspired only by the hope ofa 
present triumph. If they choose the one, their 
organization bas a grand future; if they follow 
the other class, only irretrievabie ruin awaits 
tne Knights of Labor. 


PUOH-BAH VILAS, 


So Characterized by William Walter Phelps 
in a Debate. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 7.—During the 
discussion of the Post-Oflice Appropriation 
bill a short time ago Mr. Burrows (Michigan) 
offered an amendment increasing the appro- 
prianon for the transportation of foreign 
mails trom $275,000 to $425,000. 

mr. Phelps (New Jersey) favored the amend- 
ment. The increase in the appropriation for 
the foreign mail service which had been made 
last year had been made by the Republican 
side afterafair fight. It was one of the few 
progressive measures which a Democratic 
House had permitted a vote to be taken upon. 
To be sure, the gentieman from Illinois (Mr. 
Morrison) bad brought in a bill reducing the 
tariff 20 per cent in order that the Democratic 
party, which had clipped 20 per cent from the 
poor man’s dollar, might clip 20 per cent from 
the poor man’s pay. But the Republican 
members of the House, together with 
some patriotic Democrats, who preferred 
the interest of the country to the 
interest of their party, had defeated 
that measure. But what good had come 


of the foreign mail provision in the Post-Office 
Appropriation bill of last year? American 
ships did not carry the foreign mails. The 
policy of the Mikado had entered the Cabinet. 
In the Post-Office Department was found the 
Poob-Bah of tbe Administration, who sat there 
not only as the Postmaster-General, but as 
the President of the United States and as Con- 
gress. So that whatever Congress passed he, 
by a triple assurance, could defeat, because, as 
Postmaster-General, be could refuse to execute 
its wishes, as President of the United States he 
could veto it, and as Congress of the Un:ted 
States be could defeat it. And there was no 
redress for that. It was known but too weil 
that an unfortunate ecclesiastical blunder had 
wounded tne friends of American industry 
both on sea and on land. and had made the 
Republican party jucapable of dom anything 
more tnan to protest at least against the irreg- 
ular veto of the Pooh-Bah of the Administra- 
tion and to express regret that he had commit- 
ted an action as insulting to the dignity of tne 
House as it was barmfui to American industry. 
{Laughter ana applause. }

THE DOMAIN OF JUSTICE. 


NICE POINTS RAISED IN THE n. 4 M. 
TELEGRAPH COMPANY CASES. 


An Unfortunate Attachment Creditor—More 
Circuit Court Judges—A Startling Ori- 
ental Romance, or Rather the End of 
One, Affording Some Startling Disclos- 
ures—Items—The Record. 


Mr. E. B. Sherman, Master in Chancery in the 
United States Circuit Court, filed a report yester- 
day before Judge Blodgett which involves some 
important questions never decided before, as to 
the priority of liens of various attaching creditors 
against the Bankers’ & Merchants’ Telegraph Com- 
pany. A large number of attachment suits have 
been begun during the last year or two in the va- 
rious counties of the State against the company, 
and they have all been transferred by the defend- 
ant to the Federal Court. Attachments have also 
been begun in the Federal Court against the com- 
pany, and the cases were referred to Mr. Sherman 
to report on the priority of liens. The Transfer act 


of 1875 provides that when attachment suits 
have been begun in the State courts and 
are transferred to the Federal courts 
the liens shall be preserved the same 


as if they had been prosecuted to final judgment 
in the State Court. ‘The attachment law of lilinois 
provides that attachment suits begun et the same 
term shall share pro rata and that judgments re- 
covered at the same term shall share pro rata, or 
be on the same footing as regards liens, The Mas- 
ter found the amount ot the claims to be $96,166 
and held that they should share pro rata. The 
Board of Trade Telegraph company claimed a prior 
lien for about $10,000 due to it tor the lease of its 
lines, but the Master heid it was only entitled to 
share pro rata with the other creditors, Finally it 
was recommended that all the property of the 
Bankers’ & Merchants’ Company in this State be 
sold as soon as possible to satisfy the claims. 


An Unfortunate Attachment Creditor. 

Judge Tuley was engaged yesterday in hearing 
a demurrer to the bill of J. V. Farwell & Co. 
against G. Becker, a wholesale clothing dealer of 
this city, which raises a nice legal question. Some 
years ago Farwell and Becker began attachment 
suits against Ohlquist Bros., of Monticello, la., and 
levied.on some goods which the Ohiquists had as- 
sign to their relatives, N. A. Sundberg and F. B. 
Ohiquist. The attaching creditors claimed that the 
ussigninent was preferential and fraudulent, but 
Sundberg and Ohiquist sued them for the damage 
caused by the seizure of their property, 
and recovered judgments for about $16,000. 
Farwell & Co. were obliged to pay this 
in order to prevent garnishee suits against 
their numerous customers in Iowa, and then 
filed a bill for contribution against Becker. The 
latter demurred on the ground that he and Farwell 
were both wrong-doers, and one could not under 
well-established legal principles claim contribu- 
tion as against the other. The Farwells reply, 
however, that they were not wrong-doers with 
Becker, but that both were engaged in the prose- 
cution of legal proceedings, and hence the doc- 
trine of non-contribution did not apply. The 
Judge took the knotty question under advisement.

This 
mystical body having received its charter went to 
work under the rules of the Mysterious Ten, and 
received from that body several valuable docu- 
ments, including the Ladies’ Books of United 
Brothers of Friendship, with constitution, laws, 
funeral rites, etc., all set down in black and white. 


The leading object of this temple was 
not to introduce the science of 
astrology or promulgate recipes for the 


elixir of life, but rather to secure, by a weekly 
contribution of 25 cents per member, the comfort 
of the sick sisters and the burial of the dead. All 
went well until about Feb. 1, 1886, when there was 
#110 in the treasury vaults of the Mysterious Ten. 
There was a fair membership. Frances A. Powell 
was Worthy Princess, Alice Scott, Secretary, Caro- 
line Carr, Vice- Princess, and Fra.ces Gross, Treas- 
urer. War arose and the temple was rent in twain 
from top to bottom. The officers refused to work 
under the United Brothers of Friendship any longer. 
Sonie of the sisters followed them, but others were 
faithful. Unfortunately the officers had the books, 
the paraphernalia, and the #110. There are two 
polls, ane seal, one Bible, two gavels, one charter. 
and divers jewels and emblems. But worst of all 
except the $110, these officers have the documents 
containing all the mysteries of the order, which in 
their feminine malice they may be tempted to dis- 
close to an affrighted worid. The complainants 
say that by leaving the tutelage of the United 
Brothers of Friendship the defendants sacrificed 
all their rights as members, and all interest in the 
#110. Judge Tuley has enjoined them from defa- 
cing or disposing of the books and from publishing 
the contents.

A TERRIBLE TALE OF THE SEA, 


Two Men and Two Corpses Adrift in a Dory— 
A Sickening Story of Cannibalism Related 
by the Survivors—Other Disasters on the 
Water. 

Hauirax, N. S., April 7.—[Special.]}—A sen- 
sation was caused here today by the news of 
the arrival at Louisburg, Cape Breton, yester- 
day of a dory from sea containing four men, 
two living and two dead, They got 
adrift from their ‘vessel, the schooner Elsie 
M. Low (American), while setting trawis 
on the western banks. After being four days 
out one succumbed through thirst, and the 
seventh day the second man, who had become 
insane, died. The eighth day the boat landed 


at Guyon Island, where the men were cared 
for by tne keeper of the lighthouse, 
who sent them to Louisburg yesterday. The 
body of the first man who died is greatiy 
lacerated. One of his arms is cut off at 
the elbow, his throat much torn, and a 
piece cut out of each thigh. This was 
done by the insane man to obtain food 
and drink. One of the survivors is very sick. 
The names of the deceased are James McDon- 
ald, East Point, P. E. I, and Angus McDonald, 
Broad Cove, Cape Breton. The names of the 
survivors are Colon Chisholm, Harbor Bouche, 
and Angus McEachern, Long Point, Strait of 
Causo. 

A later dispatch from Louisburg says the 
four men lett the vessel in two dories Monday, 
March 29, and seven days later one boat was 
cast ashore at Guyon Island containing two 
corpses and two men living, but reduced to 
skeletons almost and half frevzied from their 
sufferings. They give a most harrowing ac- 
count of their dreadful experiences. After los- 
ing their vessel they rowed for forty-eight hours 
in a vain endeavor to find ber. They then 
gave up the search and directed the boat to the 
westward, hoping to strike lana. They then 
cast one boat away., and all tour got in the other. 
Thursday, four days after losing their vessel, 
James McDonald, who was the slightest-built 
and thinnest-clad man of the lot, suddenly 
sank back in the stern of the boat and ex- 
claimed Jam dying,’ and immediately ex- 
pired. They had not bad a particle of food or 
adrop of water since leaving the vessel, and 
their sufferings were beyond description. The 
day foilowing the death of James McDonald 
A. McDonald, disregarding the protests of his 
comrades, grasped a knife and severed the dead 
man’s left arm at the elbow. Seizing the limb 
with the ferocity of a famished woif, he fever- 
ishly sucked the blood and devoured the flesh 
from the bone. He offered some to McEachern 
and Chisholm, who refused it, though they 
were suffering fearful pangs of bunger. After- 
wards Chisboim tried to eat a piece of the dead 
man’s flesh and was unable to swallow it. 
Angus McDonald's hunger and thirst were ap- 
peased for a time, but the same afternoon they 
returned, and he proposed that the dead man’s 
throat be cut to get more blood. McEachern and 
Chisholm restrained bim. The latter two lay 
down at night to sleep, and when they awoke 
at daylight they discovered that Angus had cut 
the throat of the corpse, and, failing to obtain 
blood, had then chopped a large piece of flesh 
out of each thigh. Part of tne flesh bad been 
eaten, and the rest, haif masticated, presented 
a sickening spectacle in the bottom of the boat. 
That day Angus McDonald began to grow de- 
lirious, and before night again set in 

was dead. By this time 
was surrounded by § drift-ice, 
and the two exhausted survivors found great 
difficulty in making teadway. Saturday even- 
ing land was sighted. but too far distant to be 
reached before the shades of night settled upon 
the ocean. All day Sunday tie men put forth 
their feebie exertions to reach the shore, but 
the heavy ice and a high sea prevented them. 
Night again closed upon them and they tried to 
sleep, but the cold spray dashing over them 
and the horrors of their position made sleep 
impossible. Monday morning found them with 
their clothes frozen stiff, their limbs benumbed, 
and the little strength left them repidly failing. 
By beroicefforts, however, they managed to 
slowly propel their boat ahead, and the land 
was reached at noon. They were hospitably 
received by the lightkeeper. They presented 
a most pitiable spectacie. 

NEWBURYPORT, Mass., April 7.—About 8 
o'clock last night the schooner Beta, from 
Halifax, was driven on the beach of Pium 
Isiand. About midnight the proprietor of the 
Halt-Way House discovered the vessel, and on 
going to it found it abandoned. Search among 
the sand biils revealed a party, consisting of 
three men, two women, and a child, They 
were all baif dead from coid and exbaustion, 
and were taken to the house and 
cared for. The Beta, besides her 
crew of six men, had eight 
passengers, including two women and three 
children. When the vessel struck the passen- 
gers were sent to the cabin, where they re- 
mained until a heavy sea almost filled it and 
drove them into the rigging. A girl of 3 years 
and an §-mouths-old infant were torn by the 
sea from the arms of their mother and drowned. 
The cook was swept into his galiey and drowned. 
The survivors, souked with water and haif 
frozen to death, clung to the stays and surouds 
until daybreak, when, the tide having fallen, a 
few men got ashore with a line, by means of 
which all the others were rescued. No names 
bave been learned.

The Natural-Gas Fuel Company Finds Him 
a Hard Man to Deal With.

The latter late tonight 
finished an opinion, in which he bolds that 
under the cleverly-drawn section of the grant 
requiring this second bond the Controiler’s 
duty is to receive and file it, inasmuch as the 
Mayor's approval is not necessary before filing. 
As to whether the bond will be binding on- 
out the Mayor's approval he declined to give an 
opinion. The gas company will take the same 
steps with the other bond, though as this latter 
is required to be approved by the Mayor before \ 
filing it does not appear that the company will 
be so successful.
